Space Availability - Wider sidewalks and parking spaces are great locations. 

Accessibility - Stations should be visible and easy to get to. 

Sun - Sunny spots are best since stations can run on solar power. 

Demand and Support - Stations should be located where there is high demand. 

Are these stations set in stone? 

No. This is a pilot program and the station locations will be evaluated as the program moves forward. Stations may be 
moved in the future.

A 2018 Snapshot of 
Homelessness in Los Angeles 

County 















This story was created in partnership with the Los An g eles Homeless Services Authorit y 
(LAHSA). LAHSA was formed in 1993 to streamline responses to homelessness at the 
county and city levels. The agency conducts outreach and provides a Coordinated Entry 
System (CES) to connect homeless individuals and families to services, administers 
federal, state and local funding to over 100 service providers, and conducts an annual 
count of the number of homeless people across Los Angeles County to track progress and 
inform solutions in fighting homelessness. This year’s Homeless Count was conducted in 
January with the help of thousands of community volunteers. 


Rising Homelessness from 2010 to 2017 

According to homelessness counts between 2010 and 2017, the number of homeless 
people across Los Angeles County went from 38,700 to over 55,000 — an increase of 
42%. Many factors contributed to such large increases in homelessness, including Los 
Angeles County’s housing supply issues. A 2017 report by the California Housing 
Partnership (CHP) found that median rent in the county has increased by 32% over the 
past two decades while renter median decreased by 3% (adjusting for inflation) over the 
same time period. This is particularly significant given that over half of Los Angeles 
County residents are renters. Furthermore, CHP estimates that LA County needs an 
additional 568,000 affordable housing units in order to meet the demand of its lowest- 
income renters. 

The majority of our homeless neighbors have experienced these income and housing 
changes in Los Angeles County over the past two decades. The 2018 Homeless Count 
reports that over 65% of homeless adults have lived in Los Angeles County for over 20 
years. Furthermore, almost half of people experiencing homelessness for the first time this 
year cited loss of employment or financial strain as the primary cause. LAHSA also reports 
that people experiencing first-time homelessness is on the rise. 





Decreasing Homelessness in 2018 

LAHSA’s 2018 Homeless Count reported 52,765 individuals and family members 
experiencing homelessness (including Long Beach, Pasadena, and Glendale who conduct 
their own homelessness counts), the first decrease in the homeless population in four 
years. The interactive graphs below compare the communities that experienced the 
largest decreases in overall homelessness between 2017 and 2018. 


Corrmunit es with the Largest Decrease in Homelessness ( 2017 - 201 B) 



Large changes in homelessness occurred in a range of neighborhoods spread throughout 
the county. North Hollywood’s homeless population rose from 791 in 2017 to 2,315 in 
2018 - making it the second largest homeless community outside of Downtown Los 
Angeles. Neighborhoods in the South Los Angeles Region including South Central, South 
Vermont and Watts experienced significant decreases in total homelessness along with 
larger unincorporated areas in the Antelope Valley. 




Despite select neighborhood-level increases, the County experienced a 4% decrease in 
overall homelessness in 2018. Further, LAHSA reported nearly 20% decreases in veteran 
homelessness and chronic homelessness. LAHSA attributes these reductions to a number 
of different factors. In November of 2016, residents of the City of Los Angeles approved 
Proposition HHH to fund permanent supportive housing in the City of Los Angeles. In 
March of 2017, Los Angeles County voters approved a tax increase to fund $3.5 billion to 
address homelessness over the next 10 years. The decrease in the homeless population 
reported by the Homeless Count could be an indication that the recently dispersed funds 
from these measures are having an immediate impact, as LAHSA reported higher rates of 
housing placement for homeless people in 2017 than the previous two years. 

The Visibility of Homelessness 

Although overall homelessness is down Countywide, Los Angeles continues to struggle 
with a high unsheltered homeless population. LAHSA’s 2018 count reports that there are 
approximately 9,500 people living in tents or encampments across the County. 

Large encampments are concentrated in relatively fewer communities across the County 
when compared to other forms of homelessness. However, just because a community 
does not have large numbers of tents and encampments does not mean that it doesn’t 
have a sizable unsheltered homeless population. Willowbrook, Wilmington, and Sylmar all 
contain less than 50 people living in encampments or tents, but well over 250 people living 
in cars, vans and campers. The figure below shows a side-by-side comparison of the 
number of people living in tents/encampments and vehicles across the County, 
highlighting the fact that while encampments may be a commonly-cited form of the 
homelessness problem in Los Angeles County, many people are experiencing 
homelessness in less visible ways. 






































LAHSA documented over 15,700 people living in vehicles across the County in 
2018. Given this large population and the strict overnight parking laws in most residential 
areas, the County started a “ Safe Parkin g” prog ram in 2016 to provide safe overnight 
parking, restrooms, and social service resources to people sleeping in their cars with a 
valid driver’s license and registration. Because the first few Safe Parking Lots opened 
earlier this year, the wider-scale impact of the program is yet to be determined. 

Working Toward a Brighter Future 

While the findings of LAHSA’s 2018 Homeless Count indicate that we’re moving in the 
right direction, we must remember that the steps we have taken thus far are small 
compared to the work ahead. Despite containing only 3% of the total U.S. population, Los 
Angeles County still holds nearly 10% of the country’s homeless population. People ' 
around the world are looking to Los Angeles for compassionate leadership and innovation 
in solving this human rights crisis.

Regarding the next step now that we’ve identified streets here (and part of the reason I looped Aron in here to see if he might be able to provide insight or recommendations) 
believe would best serve these streets. 

These are the following options:

Hello Matthew, 

I just wanted to remind you that PVHOA is guided by our CC&R’s and BYLAWS as all condominiums are. Major changes 
in our status and expenses must be approved by a majority vote of the homeowners. We also operate under an approved 
budget. There are common areas that require water and electricity and that expense is the responsibility of PVHOA. 
Currently, water for the common areas as well as the individual units is paid by PVHOA. Each owner is billed directly by 
DWP for electricity. We would have to install separate meters for each unit to have water billed directly to each unit which 
would most likely be expensive and something we have not budgeted for. However, it may be less expensive in the long 
run than becoming incorporated. However, we would still be stuck with resolving the status issue for the common areas 
billing. Common areas include, water for the planters, lighting for the garage and hallways as well as electricity for 
garage gates. 

I appreciate your help in resolving this matter which is more complicated than DWP realizes. I hope they realize that a 
small association such as ours falls under the unincorporated status by the State of California and they may need to add 
that status to their list.

LADERA HEIGHTS — Residents of this community and surrounding neighborhoods are expressing 
their frustrations regarding the abundance of trash and weeds on the medians of La Cienega 
Boulevard. 

They have even come up with a name for the problem: “Bonin's Blight,” after City Councilman Mike 
Bonin, whose 11th District includes that stretch of La Cienega between the Slauson Avenue ramp 
and Centinela Boulevard. 

Residents have been demanding the city of Los Angeles take action. 

Heilindia V. Brown, a Ladera Heights resident, is one of many residents complaining about the 
median. 

“I have lived in the community for over 30 years and it has only been cleaned up once when La 
Cienega Center was opened and that was taken care of by Alex Padilla [of the Inglewood City 
Council]. It is absolutely a disgrace,” Brown said. 

Sandy Grady from Baldwin Hills reflects on growing up in a generation where littering was a sign of 
disrespect. 

“When I was growing up, all of the older generations taught us that littering was disrespectful to 
yourself, others, and the community,” Grady said. “As a result, there was very little littering in my 
neighborhood and surrounding areas. 

“Today, many people act like it is no big deal to discard their trash onto the streets. This is a sad 
commentary on the character of many people,” she added. 

Rick Aldridge from the Ladera Heights Civic Association Community Enhancement Team, formerly 
the Beautification Team, says the only area that is having real challenges is the section of La Cienega 
that is in the city of Los Angeles. 

“Anything south of Centinela is Inglewood,” Aldridge said. “There’s no median there. The median 
starts at Centinela so from Centinela all the way past La Tijera, past Fairview, and the 64th Street 
bridge to the county and city border is ran by the city of Los Angeles.” 

The section that is in unincorporated county territory is maintained by the county Department of 
Public Works. According to Aldridge, since the median is inaccessible because of the high speed of 
the traffic, they county put a k-rail up. The k-rail starts as far back as Stocker all the way to the 6200 
block of La Cienega and that’s all in Ladera and that’s all the county. 

But when you get to the 6200 block of La Cienega going south to Centinela, that’s the city of Los 
Angeles. 



Aldridge said the city of Los Angeles quit taking care of the medians during a budget crisis in the 
1990s. 


“The medians in Los Angeles that do not have irrigation in them are not maintained by the city and 
that’s the will of the people, the residents of Los Angeles fight with their councilman to get him to 
come up with funds to clean it,” Aldridge said. 

He said the city has cleaned the medians only once in the last 10 years. The other seven times it was 
cleaned by the city of Inglewood because their residents complained about it and Los Angeles 
County because their residents complained about it. 

The city does not have the funds to maintain the medians so they allow them to grow and become 
weed infested and debris infested. According to Aldridge, if you call Councilman Bonin’s office, his 
staff will tell you there aren’t any funds to clean it. 

“So not only the medians, but the emergency lanes on both sides of La Cienega that are right near 
the 64th St. bridge ... those are filthy. They are full of trash and debris. There’s even a couple of 
blankets and sheets there,” Aldridge said. 

Over the last month, however, the city has cleaned up the debris and weeds between two of the 
mediums. 

There are four sections of the medians. One is between Centinela and La Tijera, which is across the 
street from Pann's restaurant, a Mobile gas station and the new Starbucks. 

Somebody with clout in the city encouraged them to clean that and they did, Aldridge said. The next 
section is between La Tijera and Fairview, but the weeds there are low. The tall tree-like weeds are 
between Fairview and the 6200 block La Cienega where the cement buries in the center of the road. 

Bonin’s staff said that part of his district, including Ladera Heights and Westchester, has been 
neglected since the field deputy responsible for that area left. 

For the last three months there hasn’t been a field deputy represent the area. The new field deputy, 
Matthew Teele, talked with Aldridge recently and promised to come up with a long-term plan, which 
might include a cleanup by community volunteers. 

“The community is so outraged they proposed doing a volunteer cleanup,” Aldridge said. “Even 
Sebastian Ridley-Thomas, when he was assemblyman for the area, proposed a community cleanup 
where Home Depot would donate supplies and brooms and a group of volunteers woukd help clean 
the median. 

Bonin’s office said it was too dangerous and he wouldn’t let anyone go out on the median to clean it. 

“Three private citizens that live in Ladera Heights went out and cleaned and put weed retardant on 
the medians and it worked for several months,” Aldridge said. 



David Graham-Caso, deputy chief of staff for communications for Councilman Bonin, said the 
councilman has spoken with the Bureau of Street Services to schedule a cleanup. 

“Councilman Bonin has been able to identify funding to expedite the cleanup of the median on La 
Cienega, and the council member has directed Bureau of Streets Services staff to make the 
assessment and scheduling of the cleanup a priority,” Graham-Caso said. “Because of the median’s 
location, the overgrown foliage is so close to traffic that crews will need to schedule the work for a 
weekend to minimize any traffic impacts and safety concerns for the workers.”

Hi Rick, 

Thanks very much for the offer to pass along some information to your neighbors. If you could forward this email to your 
neighbors, that would be very helpful. 

As you are aware, the maintenance and cleaning of the La Cienega median/emergency lanes has been a concern for 
many years. The median currently is unmodified with no irrigation or other alterations. As of this budget year, the Bureau 
of Street Services is not funded to maintain these unmodified medians. Over the years, the City has had to move around 
funds to ensure that a one-off clean and maintenance of the area could be completed, which is a challenging task for a 
variety of reasons. 

When I took this job earlier this summer, I was educated by my predecessor about the history and challenges connected 
to this issue. I saw it firsthand with a group of community leaders and listened to everyone's concerns. As I mentioned 
when meeting with the group, I grew up a stone's throw from La Cienega behind La Tijera Elementary, so I deeply care 
about this community. 

When I briefed Councilmember Bonin about this situation, he immediately asked me to make solving it a priority, which I 
have. To transfer the funds necessary to pay for the equipment and labor on this stretch, we had to introduce a motion to 
the Council. The motion has been introduced and, as soon as it passes, we will be able to get a crew out there to do the 
work. The Council will hopefully approve in the next few days. 

Once we have completed the short-term solution of maintenance, I am planning on working in collaboration with the 
community to establish medium and long-term solutions to this median's maintenance. Hopefully this means that we will 
not have to repeat this process every time we want to give this area attention. It was really great to hear the progress that 
you and your fellow neighbors had made in reaching out to local businesses and community members, and I hope that 
we can come together after the City has completed the immediate job and find consensus about how we can solve this 
neighborhood issue.

Hi Theresa, 

Hope you're doing well. My colleague Tricia Keane gave me your information and asked that I follow up with you about 
the red curb / no parking along Pacific Ave. I just want to let you know that I've notified LADOT of the issue and asked 
that they look into solutions. I met with them earlier this week and they acknowledged there should be at least one 
additional sign at the beginning of the block (where the head-in parking ends) to indicate that entire block face isn't 
permitted for parking. 

I am also looking into the distinction between 'no parking' signs and a red curb. I know the the distinction between red 
curb (not permitted to tow away) versus 'tow away no parking' signs (that do permit towing). But I am stumped when it 
comes to 'no parking' signs and what enforcement tool that provides. 

Nevertheless, I put in the request with LADOT and there should be new/additionai signage there soon. The service 
request at LADOT is #105279 for your reference. Feel free to bring it up again if you'd like to follow up on its status or 
check the myLADOT website. 

Lastly, feel free to reach out to me for any transportation related issues. I've also coed Matthew Tecle who is our new 
field deputy for the area. He is happy to help with non-transportation issues you would like to bring up to the city.

Chase Maser, poet. 


From world-renowned galleries like 
the Getty, to legendarily funky 
destinations like Venice, to fantastic 
local neighborhood theater 
companies, the Westside is home to 
an incredibly rich history of artistic 
creation. The next chapter of that 
artistic history is always being 
written, and in this month's 
Neighborhoods First Profile, we 
decided to interview Chase Maser - 
a local poet who is already leaving 
his mark on the art community on 
the Westside. 

Chase is a Playa del Rey resident 
who has lived on the Westside for 
the past six years. He graduated 
from UCLA with a bachelor's degree 
in 2016 and he was already part of 
the local art scene by the time he 
graduated, helping to host poetry 
readings through a group called pspoets.

How has living in Playa del Rey inspired your work? 

In the past, living in LA has always been an assimilation. It took time for me to know the 
streets, to understand the different cultures and neighborhoods, and that time of 
observation kept me somewhat isolated from truly immersing myself in a community. 
When I moved to Playa del Rey, those periods of adjustment were over. I've lived in LA 
close to 9 years now, and Playa del Rey has certainly become my home. The smell of the 
beach, the cool breeze in the morning, the lazy sun in the afternoon; it has cultivated my 
character, which helps my work flow naturally. 

How long have you lived in PdR and how did you get involved with the arts scene 
on the Westside? 

I moved to PdR when I was finishing my bachelor's degree at UCLA in 2016, so a little over 
two years. My business partner Sergio Cacciotti, got involved with the arts scene on the 
Westside back in 2015 when we ( ps poets.or gj started hosting poetry readings at a bar 
called Gravlax on the outskirts of Mar Vista and Culver City. From there, we met a whole 
network of people, including Lenore French - founder of Mar Vista Art Walk - who connected 
us with more events and opportunities to help spread poetry throughout the city. We've 
been fortunate enough to participate in the Mar Vista Art Walk for the past year, to 
promote other artists who are a part of the community and to support local businesses 



like Gr avlax and Vintage on Venice. Mar Vista serves as a hub for artistic expression and 

community gatherings, so being able to support that in some way is a tremendous blessinq 
for us. 

How can people support you and get involved with pspoets? 

We are an inclusive group, which means that we welcome anyone, no matter what their 
relationship is with writing, to join our readings and share their creativity. Our mission has 
always been to create opportunities for artists, so the best way to get involved is to simply 
show up to an event and be yourself. We promote all of our events online through our 
website, Bspge ts.or g, as well as on various forms of social media. Our Instagram account is 
a great way to connect with us (@pspoets), and our team manages other accounts for 
Facebook, Twitter, and Pinterest under the same username. More than anything, a 
community is only as strong as those who are involved, and poetry is one of the most 
universal forms of expression and communication out there. There is certainly a place for 
everyone with this understanding. 

What is the idea of your online community? 

Since many people aren't able to come to LA and join our events, we try to always engage 
with followers online and create opportunities to showcase their work or inspire them with 
creative content. For example, every month we host a Poet of The Month contest that 
invites people all around the world to submit their original work for a chance to have it 
featured on our website's homepage for the upcoming month. Also, we just finished 
hosting a chapbook competition where poets submitted their manuscripts for a chance to 
receive publication and promotion through our platforms. These are just a few examples of 
how we include people from all areas and walks of life. The internet has the power to 
consume and distract from the present, but it also has the ability to connect with great 
minds and hearts on a compassionate level. That has always been our goal with pspoets, 
to be a community that embraces individuality and fosters connection.

New Ambulance Rolls Out in Mar Vista and Del Rey 





Rescue Ambulance 62 - a new part-time ambulance - began operating out of Fire Station 
62 in Mar Vista this month, adding a crucial new life-saving resource for Mar Vista and Del 
Rey. The new part-time ambulance now allows first-responders to respond to simultaneous 
emergencies in the neighborhood, and will help protect life and property on the Westside. 
Mike has made restoring and amplifying life-saving service on the Westside a priority since 
becoming a Councilmember, and with the addition of Rescue Ambulance 62 (as well as the 
restoration of Engine 69 in Pacific Palisades and the addition of Rescue Ambulance 5 in 
Westchester), Council District 11 now has MORE Los An g eles Fire Department service than it 
did before the 2008 recession forced severe cuts to LAFD service throughout Los Angeles. 


Improving Emergency Service for Ladera 



Mike proposed legislation in August that could dramatically improve emergency response 
times in the Ladera neighborhood. 


Ladera, a small community near La Cienega Boulevard and La Tijera Boulevard, used to be 
served by Los An g eles Fire Department Station 54, which had to be closed more than a 
decade ago due to seismic concerns with the building. With LAFD station 54 closed, Ladera 
is now served by Fire Stations 5 (in Westchester) and 66 (on Slauson) - both a significant 
drive away from the community. The legislation Mike proposed asks LAFD to work with 
the Los An g eles County Fire Department to reach an agreement that will allow Ladera to be 
served by nearby LA County Fire Station 58 - a move that will help neighbors in Ladera to 
get the service they need quickly. Mike's legislation further asks for the city to continue 
working to build a new LAFD station 54, which would permanently restore the emergency 















service Ladera deserves. 


We have made tremendous strides in recent years to restore emergency services to the 
Westside, and we now have more services that we did before the Great Recession forced 
dramatic cuts to LAFD's budget. Thank you to all of the neighborhood partners who have 
worked with Mike and his office to ensure that LAFD has the resources they need to protect 
lives and property on the Westside. 


New "Scramble" Crosswalk Installed in Venice 



The intersection of Pacific Avenue and Washington Boulevard now features an innovative 
new crosswalk that will improve safety for pedestrians. This cool "scramble" crosswalk 
allows pedestrians to cross the street simultaneously from all four directions (or 
diagonally) while the signal lights are red for motorists. The crosswalk design increases 
safety for those walking or riding their bikes, and makes it easier for people to get to the 
great shops and restaurants on Washington Boulevard near the beach. This is the second 
scramble crosswalk in Venice (there is another popular scramble at Pacific Avenue and 
Windward) and one of more than a dozen throughout Los Angeles. 


Playa del Rey Neighbors Triumph Over Legado 



Residents of Playa del Rey are celebrating a long-fought victory in a battle to prevent a 
luxury housing development that would have taken some precious public right-of-way. 
With the community's strong backing, Mike persuaded the City Council to unanimously 
reject the Legado project in downtown Playa del Rey. 






The developer had demanded city land to expand his property and build more luxury 
housing in the neighborhood, despite the proposed project being designed to be much 
larger than allowed by local land use plans. Mike stood with the community, and worked 
with neighbors to deny the project. The land could be used better for public benefit to 
increase beach parking, enhance coastal access and improve the community, Mike argued, 
not to increase profits. Mike was proud to stand with thousands of neighbors, 
environmentalists and coastal advocates, the Nei g hborhood Council of Westchester/Pla va. 
the LAX Coastal Chamber of Commerce and many others in defeating this project. 


Stopping Scofflaw Roadwork on Sunset Boulevard 



Mike stepped in this week to prevent what could have been a disastrous worsening of the 
already bad traffic on Sunset Boulevard near the 405 Freeway - halting unnecessary work 
that would have shut down lanes for 10 weeks! 


Brentwood neighborhoods need improved, higher capacity electrical infrastructure, and 
when one of the local schools on Sunset Boulevard was doing some work on their campus, 
the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power advised them to proceed in a way that 
would have dug up part of Sunset - forcing traffic lanes to be blocked off and creating a 
traffic disaster on an already crowded corridor. The school didn't want to do it. Neighbors 
didn't want them to do it. Mike definitely didn't want them to do it. So, Mike called a 
meeting with all the relevant agencies and got them to put their heads together and come 
up with a better plan. Thankfully, they did. 

Thanks to LADWP, LADOT, the Department of Building & Safety, the Bureau of Engineering, 
and the Archer School for Girls for working collaboratively with Mike and his staff to 
prevent any imminent lane closures. Mike is grateful for their responsiveness to neighbors, 
commuters, the Brentwood Community Council, Brentwood Homeowners Association and 
others. 


Mike Meets with Neighbors in Palisades Highlands 



In an effort to hear from more people he represents, Mike holds weekly coffee meetings 
with neighbors in living rooms and backyards, and earlier this month, Melissa Grant 
graciously opened her home in the Palisades Highlands for a living room conversation. 
Topics included traffic, speeding and the controversial DROP program, as well as Mike's 
efforts to enhance Los Angeles Fire Department services and to get more cops on patrol in 
our neighborhoods. Thank you to Melissa and her neighbors for a great conversation about 
what matters most to neighbors in the Palisades Highlands! 



From helping to sponsor the Mar Vista Art Walk to adding colorful new murals along the 
corridor, the Great Streets project on Venice Boulevard has used public art to help give 
"downtown Mar Vista" a better sense of place. The latest addition to the artful corridor 
came to the community in August, with three new art installations at bus shelters on 
Venice Boulevard. 


The art installations were created by local visual artist Gus Harper and poet Chase Maser, 
and the three-part series of paintings and poems tell the story of a young woman 
accepting her true identity despite societal norms. Thank you to Lenore French of the Mar 
Vista Art Walk, JCDecaux and the artists for bringing more engaging public art to the 
neighborhood! 


Via Dolce Park Opens in Silver Strand Neighborhood of Marina Del Rey 





In early August, Mike joined neighbors and families from Venice and Marina Del Rey to 
officially open Via Dolce Park - a new, 6300-square-foot park, featuring play equipment for 
kids, picnic tables, benches, a large garden that features native landscaping and sculptures 
of animals that have been found in the area throughout history. 

Thank you to the many neighbors who helped move this project along in recent years - 
especially the local environmentalists who made sure the park was a part of the local 
ecosystem, and to our awesome City of Los An g eles Department of Recreation and Parks staff for 
helping create another place where families on the Westside can enjoy the neighborhood! 


Katherine Johnson STEM Academy Opens in Westchester 




It's official! Katherine Johnson STEM Academ y is the new name of the former New Middle 
School Pathway in Westchester. 


On the weekend of Johnson's 100th birthday, students cut the ribbon and unveiled a mural 
celebrating the brilliant mathematician whose calculations of orbital mechanics as a NASA 
employee were critical to the success of the first and subsequent U.S. manned space 
flights. 


One of the mathematicians portrayed in the recent film Hidden Figures , Johnson was the 
"computer" that astronaut John Glenn trusted to calculate the trajectory of his Friendship 7 
mission. A trailblazing African-American woman, Johnson had a lengthy and successful 
career at NASA, and in 2015 President Obama awarded her the Presidential Medal of

Though the City Council does not have authority to dictate the content of 
billboards in Los Angeles, Mike and his team were able to connect with the company that 
owns the advertising space and request the disturbing images be removed as soon as 
possible. Thankfully, the company complied, and the frightening images were taken down 
within 24 hours of Mike's request. 

Crosswalk Improvements in Pacific Palisades 














As the Pacific Palisades community gets ready for the eagerly anticipated opening 
of Palisades Villa ge, the Los An g eles Department of Transportation has been hard at work 
improving pedestrian safety in downtown Palisades. Along the streets of Sunset Boulevard, 
Swathmore Avenue and Monument Street, LADOT is installing protected left and right turn 
signals, new, more visible crosswalks around schools, stop signs and other significant 
improvements to the area. These new safety improvements address safety issues and 
encourage neighbors to walk and bike to Palisades Village once it opens.

Expanding Hygienic Services on the Westside 




People living on the street will soon have increased access to essential hygienic services 
like showers and restrooms, thanks to a recent vote by the County of Los An g eles Board of 
Supervisors, to expand a mobile shower program throughout LA. 


Offering people access to hygienic services like restrooms and showers not only provides a 
measure of dignity for people living on the street, but it helps keep neighborhoods clean by 
creating an alternative to using sidewalks or alleys as toilets. Mike has worked to bring 
Lava Mae and Pit Stop - both organizations that offer restrooms or showers to people 
experiencing homelessness - to Venice, and he recently won approval for some restrooms 
at Venice Beach to stay open 24-hours a day. 

As we continue working to deliver solutions to homelessness throughout LA, programs like 
this are part of an essential "street strategy" that can alleviate the impact encampments 
have on neighborhoods as longer-term solutions become available. Mike sincerely 
appreciates the partnership of County Supervisors like Sheila Kuehl . who led the effort to 
expand these needed services throughout Los Angeles. 



Mike Uses New Technology to Take a Whack at Traffic on Sunset Boulevard

Mike's work to reduce traffic on Sunset took a major step forward this month, as the 
Councilmember announced the latest effort in his "Sunset Traffic Solutions" initiative. It's 
called "dynamic ramp metering," which is a fancy way of saying we're going to synchronize 
traffic from Sunset to the 405. 

Common sense would dictate that's how it's done now - but it's not. Under the current 
system, the 405, managed by Caltrans, and Sunset, managed by LADOT, are like two 
magnets pushing against each other - LADOT is trying to push as many cars onto the 405 
as fast as possible, and Caltrans is pushing back to regulate the flow of the 405. It's a 
prescription for gridlock around the on-ramp. 

After a lot of time and effort, Mike and his team secured funding to do things differently. 
With dynamic ramp metering, the two systems will use technology to talk with one 
another, resulting in a smoother flow of traffic. It won't work miracles - after all this 
problem has been getting worse for decades — but it will help, and Mike is determined to 
explore anything and everything to tackle this problem. Now that funding is in place, 
transportation officials are designing the new system, and should start phasing it in next 
summer, with full implementation to follow.

The rules to guide the use of the dockless scooters and bikes are nearing adoption, with 
the City Council set to vote as soon as next week on the proposed regulations. 


Dockless bikes and scooters can be a convenient zero-emission alternative to adding more 
cars to the road for short trips around the neighborhood, but only if they are regulated by 
smart, comprehensive and enforceable rules. 

Over the past few months, the council's Transportation Committee - which Mike chairs - 
and the Public Works Committee have both debated and voted to approve draft regulations 
for dockless bike and scooter companies that would allow them to operate responsibly in 
LA neighborhoods. As the regulations have been developed, Mike has been clear about the 
need to make these new devices work for our neighborhoods by imposing strong 
requirements to address concerns regarding riding on sidewalks, unsafe parking, lack of 
user education and the need for outreach to local stakeholders.

NextGen Bus Study Seeks Your Input 


It has been 25 years since significant changes were made to the Metro Bus system. In 
response to changing travel patterns and public demand, Metro is in the midst of 
restructuring and reimagining its bus system via the NextGen Bus Stud y. 

The agency is asking neighbors for their opinions on what the bus system should look like. 
As part of the public outreach effort, Metro is asking you to try the NextGen en gag ement tool . 
This engagement tool offers the opportunity for the user to virtually prioritize bus service 
budget, choose trade-offs and identify frequent destinations on a movable map. 

The tool is available until Oct. 2. Draft service plans are scheduled to be released next 
spring and summer with implementation beginning late 2019 and continuing in winter 
2020. 





Last month, a major court ruling found that the chemical giant Monsanto (maker of 
"Roundup," an herbicide that uses a controversial and possibly cancer-causing chemical 
called glyphosate) would be held liable for its product causing cancer in a groundskeeper 
who used Roundup. Roundup has been a source of controversy and concern for years, and 
Mike took action in 2016 to successfully urge the city to stop using the potentially 
dangerous chemical near city playgrounds and dog parks. With this recent court ruling 
making clear that the continued use of Roundup is not safe, Mike will continue working 
with his colleagues to explore alternatives that would allow the city to stop using the 
product entirely. Read more about the Roundup decision here . 


Mike Supports Statewide Styrofoam Ban Legislation 



The continued use of Styrofoam food packaging is a threat to our environment. Used 
Styrofoam cannot be recycled or composted, and once used, it often makes its way into 
the ecosystem, where it can harm animals and pollute our water. State Senator Ben Allen is 
taking a step toward addressing the threat posed by Styrofoam, authoring Senate Bill 




1335, that would require all food service packaging provided at state parks, beaches and 
other facilities to be reusable, recyclable or compostable by 2021. The legislation is a good 
step in the right direction, and in August, Mike joined his colleague Paul Koretz in authoring 
a resolution that would make the City of Los Angeles formally in support of Senator Allen's 
legislation. 



KCRW Report: The Ellison Suites - A Poster Child for Bad Short-Term Rentals 



Local NPR affiliate KCRW examined the issues created by short-term rentals in Los Angeles 
this month, focusing specifically on what Mike has called the poster child for "bad short¬ 
term rentals" - the Ellison Suites in Venice. The KCRW report, which aired on " Press Pla v". 
highlights why we so urgently need common-sense short-term rental regulations that allow 
people to rent out their primary residence, but also creates a simple and enforceable 
system to stop rogue hotel owners from gutting affordable housing supply in LA by renting 
apartments as short-term rentals. 

The City Council approved an outline of regulations that would create this badly-needed 
system to protect affordable housing from short-term rentals earlier this year. Now, the 
final ordinance establishing regulations needs to navigate the legislative process before the 
regulations are formally adopted. The ordinance will be considered by the City Planning 
Commission next month and the City Council after that.

Bike Medics to Help Address Emergencies at LAX 



The bike medic program at LAX is expanding! 


Los An g eles World Airports and the Los An g eles Fire Department announced this month that 
they were expanding the coverage of paramedics on bicycles at LAX. Since the bike medic 
pilot program debut in October 2017, bike medics have responded to more than 1,900 
calls for emergency services and have been instrumental in saving nearly a dozen lives. 

Not only are the bike medics able to respond quickly because they can rapidly navigate the 
central terminal area when it is congested, but using bike medics for medical emergencies 
that do not require patient transportation helps ensure that ambulances are freed up to 



respond to other serious emergencies. 




Thanks to the expansion, bike medics will now be present at LAX seven days a week for 19 
hours a day, with an additional computer-aided dispatch system to better respond to 
emergencies.

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Pacific Palisades neighbor Maryam 
Zar was born in Iran. She arrived in 
the United States in 1979 and grew 
up in New Jersey before graduating 
from Boston University and 
Pepperdine Law School. In 1992, 

Maryam went back to Iran to 
become an advertising executive at 
a time when the nation was just 
emerging from war, and made her 
mark as a fiercely capable woman in 
a patriarchal land where women in 
the workplace were unwelcome. 

Maryam earned a job as an editor 
for an English-language daily 
newspaper and quickly became a 
rising star, with her own dedicated 
page. She became a correspondent 
for publications based in London and 
Dubai, then quickly became a target 
for the Islamic republic moral police, 
and fled Iran. 

Since then, Maryam has founded Womenfound, an organization dedicated to raising 
awareness of the plight of women around the world, and advocating for the empowerment 
of women in patriarchal societies where opportunities and rights for women are scarce. 

She has also become an exceptionally-involved community activist and leader here on the 
Westside, serving in recent years as Chair and Vice-Chair of the Pacific Palisades 
Community Council, and as the Founding Chair of the Pacific Palisades Task Force on 
Homelessness. She is also the President of PTSA at Paul Revere Middle School as well as 
the Vice-Chair of the Westside Regional Alliance of Councils (WRAC). 

We asked Maryam a few questions about her experience immigrating to America, and her 
involvement in her community. 

You have been incredibly involved in making your neighborhood a better place to 
live. What drives your passion for getting involved in your neighborhood? 

It stared with my kids. I was an active Paul Revere parent as the VP of Communications on 
the board and the school had a primary seat coming up on the Pacific Palisades Community 
Council. They gingerly asked if I'd like to do it, thinking I may not find the role appealing, 
and I leaped to accept. I thought it would be fun to have a voice on the small decisions 
that go into preserving a way of life -- one that's worth protecting in the Palisades because 
it's such a novel mix of bucolic life with city underpinnings. Soon I realized that the 
backbone of a Democracy takes shape in small cities and towns across America that take 
proactive part in shaping the nitty-gritty policy decisions that impact people’s lives. I 



became enamored with the process, and came to identify it as the essence of what was so 
inviting for my parents forty years earlier, when the immigrated here. 


Please tell us about your experience 
immigrating to the United States. Has 
your experience as an immigrant 
shaped your passion for public service? 
How? 

Immigrating has become the defining event 
of my life. First to Paris then to Livingston, 
NJ, the experience of adopting a new 
homeland as a child has presented me with 
the prism through which I now see global 
and local events. As a kid, I didn’t know I 
was assimilating - I thought I was living like everyone else. As an adult. I've come to 
question everything and seek the deeper narrative in every simple discourse. Becoming an 
American citizen was a turning point for me. It was a decision I made after years of being 
a Green Card holder, when I realized that being an American had its privileges, but also 
the responsibility of representing a moral standard that can inspire and empower people to 
take their destiny seriously, and believe that they can impact it. That identity, rooted in 
respect for diverse points of view and ways of life, appealed to me. 



What is the most important thing for people to know about your home country of 
Iran? 

That the current government is widely thought to be disconnected from the people it 
represents. Iranians are an intellectually curious people, who are inherently welcoming and 
hospitable. Persian communities living abroad are overwhelmingly open minded, educated, 
successful and engaged in the communities they've adopted. They have become part of 
the fabric of the societies they've joined after fleeing their homeland, and have taken 
productive part in strengthening those societies and building modern lives that are 
admirable by any yardstick. By contrast, the Iran most commonly portrayed to Americans 
is villainous. Nothing could be further from the Persian instinct, or the history that makes 
us a proud and resilient people. 


What advice do you have for neighbors 
- especially young women - who want 
to follow your lead and get more 
involved in their communities? 

Get involved. Don't wait for an invitation. 

Don't seek affirmation. Don’t think you need 
the answers before you jump into the 
conversation. Find an issue you care about 
and go to the local fora that discuss it. LA 
City Council is among the friendliest I’ve 
seen. Commenting on an issue, either in 
public or with the lawmakers involved in 
addressing it, is easy. City Councilmembers 
are accessible and their staff are unfailingly 
welcoming. At the state level, CA is lucky 
enough to have some of the most engaged Assemblymembers and State Senators I know, 
and reaching out to them on any issue is easy. There is so much at stake right now, and so 
many policies being made at the City, County and State level that can impact our lives for 
generations to come. This is a great time to get involved, and everyone's voice matters. 




Everyone's perspective can inform an issue in a pivotal way. Respectful discourse, from the 
micro to the macro level, is what makes America great, and we all have to take part in 
maintaining that uniqueness. Local Neighborhood Councils are key in crafting city policy 
and are always looking to engage residents. As a Democratic State Delegate, I can attest 
that state party conventions are good platforms to introduce new ideas. It’s not so much 
the forceful insistence on a point of view that matters, as the respectful partaking in the 
conversation. So introduce yourself, and get involved. Today.

Heads up! Road construction recently began on Centinela Avenue in Del Rey, and the work 
may affect your commute. As part of a traffic mitigation agreement that was approved as 
part of the Playa Vista development more than a decade ago, Los An g eles Department of 
Transportation crews are now widening Centinela Avenue along the west side of the roadway 
from one block south of Culver Boulevard to just north of the Ballona Creek. The project 
will install new left-turn pockets to help traffic move more efficiently, and will also include 
pedestrian-protecting features such as new sidewalks, ADA access ramps at corners, and 
new crossings to help folks get across the street safely. Construction is set to last for four 
to six weeks and will be completed during non-peak hours to minimize delays to 
commuters. Please plan accordingly if you need to drive through the area. 


Venice Pier Reopens in Time for Fourth of July Festivities 



Early in the morning on June 26, an electrical fire burned a 12-foot section of the Venice 
Pier. Thankfully, the Los An g eles Fire Department responded quickly and extinguished the 
blaze before it caused even more significant damage. 


Urging swift action, Mike spoke with the general manager of the Cit y of Los An g eles 
Department of Recreation and Parks the day of the fire, and Mike was able to get his 
colleagues on the City Council to approve leg islation providin g emer g ency fundin g for immediate 
re pairs to the pier . Recreation and Parks staff worked tirelessly to have immediate repairs 
made to the pier in time for visitors to use the pier as folks came to Venice to celebrate 
Independence Day, and thanks to their impressive work, the pier was open and decorated 
with red, white and blue banners in time for the holiday. 






With these short-term repairs made, Recreation and Parks and Bureau of Engineering 
staff will next continue plans for longer-term repair and maintenance of the pier, including 
further railing repairs, as well as repairs to the beams that hold up the pier and the 
arches that connect the beams to the pier deck. Construction on the pier upgrades will last 
an expected eight months, and will begin once approval for the work has been granted by 
the California Coastal Commission.

The councilmember was honored to present 
certificates of appreciation to Lance Hegamin, Sandi Burnett, Celinda Jungheim, June 
Isaacson Kailes, and Tari Hartman Squire for their work and advocacy on behalf of the 
center and the community. Mike was also surprised and humbled to receive an award from 
the center for his work, and for the benefit our local Great Street project has had for 
people with disabilities.

Significantly improving Los Angeles Fire Department resources has been one of Mike's 
consistent priorities, and in this year's budget, the City Council approved Mike's request for 
a new fire/rescue helicopter, which drops water and serves as a paramedic air ambulance. 
When the new copter arrives, it will be the second we've added since 2016. These copters 
are essential to protecting life and property in the canyons and hills of the 11th district, 
which Mike surveyed in July with LAFD's pilots. 


During the Mandeville Fire in May 2017, Mike saw first-hand how essential it was to add an 
additional helicopter. The purchase builds on a series of LAFD improvements in the past 
few years. In Mike's district alone, we've restored an engine company, added additional 
ambulances and bike medics, and increased the number of firefighters and paramedics. 


Community Art Installation Gardening Events in Venice 



A previously underused corner in Venice is now the site of a cool new pocket park, and we 
need your help to keep it looking great! 


After receiving reports of overgrown palm trees and shrubs, Mike's staff teamed up with 
local artist Robin Murez to transform the corner of Venice Boulevard and Ocean Avenue 
into a new pocket park! In addition to getting trees trimmed at the corner and working 
with the Abbot Kinney Festival to raise money to get trees on the adjacent private property 
trimmed, Mike helped secure a grant to fund Robin’s community beautification project, 
which included the installation of large mosaic concrete art installations.

A Bridge Home - Sites Proposed for Temporary Housing 



The city is moving forward with plans to build temporary "bridge housing" throughout Los 
Angeles, in order to provide an alternative to sidewalk encampments. The City Council has 
formally asked the Bureau of Engineering to examine more than a dozen potential sites in 
a number of communities, including Koreatown, South Los Angeles, North Hollywood, San 
Pedro, Venice, and on the Department of Veterans Affairs campus in Brentwood. 

City staff will report to the council about the potential and opportunities for each site, and 
councilmembers will then work with neighbors to design specific projects that offer quick 
relief to homelessness encampments while longer-term solutions become available. 

After hosting an open house in June to offer information and get feedback on using the 
former MTA bus yard in Venice for temporary bridge housing, Mike launched an online 
survey to get further input from neighbors.

Hundreds of neighbors came together at The Bri o in Venice last month to hear powerful 
stories of resilience and perseverance from advocates and people who have experienced 
homelessness. The storytelling event, hosted by the United Wav of Greater Los Angelas’

streets of LA neighborhoods and successfully turned their lives around. Their stories give 
hope that we can end the humanitarian crisis on our streets and ensure every person has a 
safe place to live.

The committee meeting was attended by dozens of Venice neighbors and after hearing 
input from the community, the committee voted 7-0 in favor of a motion to endorse bridge 
housing. The committee also made smart recommendations for specific commitments by 
the city to make the program successful. 

The motion of support will next be considered by the full Venice Neighborhood Council at 
the council’s August meeting. 



VA Metro Purple Line Public Information Session 
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When voters approved Measure M in November 2016, they voted to help fund a series of 
game-changing projects, including the an extension of the Purple Line, which runs east- 
west and is currently planned to extend from downtown LA all of the way to the VA 
campus near Brentwood. As part of the outreach and planning effort for that eventual 
Purple Line extension, LA Metro and the Department of Veteran Affairs hosted an 






information session on July 26 to discuss the Purple Line Extension Project as it relates to 
the Los Angeles VA Medical Center Campus. Neighbors in attendance asked questions 
about historic preservation on the property, station access, and mobility accommodations, 
including scooter designated areas and bike lockers.

As of a few weeks ago, people who ride Metro and 
then transfer to a partner agency bus (such as LADOT Transit buses or Santa Monica's Big 
Blue Bus) will be able to use their TAP card to pay for the transfer. This will improve 
convenience for riders, and will help ensure buses are not slowed down by riders seeking 
to transfer.

Fares Reduced for Metro Bike Share! 



Metro Bike Share has always aimed to be accessible and Metro is making the service even 
more affordable by reducing prices across the system. Starting in mid-July, the prices for 
the Single Ride, Day, and Monthly passes will be reduced as follows: 


Single Ride: $1.75 for each 30-minute trip (down from $3.50) and then it's $1.75 for 
every 30-minute trip thereafter. 



• Day Pass: $5 per day (down from $7). All trips 30 minutes or less are free and then 
it's $1.75 every 30 minutes thereafter. 

• Monthly Pass: $17 per month (down from $20). All trips 30 minutes or less are free 
and then it's $1.75 every 30 minutes thereafter. 

• Bike Share for Business $10 per month per employee (down from $12). All trips 30 
minutes or less are free and then it's $1.75 every 30 minutes thereafter. 


With the $1.75 Single Ride, Metro is bringing the price in line with a one-way fare for 
Metro's Bus and Rail System and furthering the agency's commitment to providing 
affordable and sustainable transportation options to Los Angeles residents and visitors.

Report: Five Years of Restoration Efforts Has Helped LAWA Coastal Dunes 



LAX Coastal Dunes: 
Five Year Restoration Report 


At the west end of Los Angeles International Airport, a remarkable ecological success story 
is unfolding on approximately 300 acres of sand dunes voluntarily set aside as a natural 
wildlife preserve. Last month, the Bay Foundation and Friends of LAX Dunes released a 
report detailing how five years of restoration efforts by LAX and thousands of volunteers 
has benefited the area. Throughout the past half-decade, the area has seen the 
reconstruction of sidewalks and roads into healthy dunes, the return of an abundance of 
wildlife (such as the Blainvilles horned lizard and the Southern California legless lizard, 
among others), as well as nearly 84 restoration events and volunteer opportunities. Thank 
you to all who have helped restore and protect this precious piece of Westside's natural 
environment.

Supporting the Effort to 
Ban Gill Nets in California 


Mike is urging the City to support state legislative efforts by Senator Ben Allen to curb a 
fishing practice that is endangering our marine wildlife. Senator Allen has proposed 


legislation banning the use of "gill nets," which inadvertently kill countless whales, 
dolphins, sea turtles, and fish. Mike has submitted legislation proposing the City join the 
Sierra Club and other environmental and conservation organizations in backing the bill. 





Protect the Endangered Species Act! 


Mike is leading an effort to have the City of Los Angeles join a nationwide battle to save 
the Endangered Species Act. In recent weeks, more than two dozen pieces of legislation, 
policy initiatives and amendments designed to weaken the law have been either introduced 
or voted on in Congress or proposed by the Trump administration. At today's Council 
meeting, Mike proposed the city officially oppose any and all efforts to weaken or 
undermine the act.

Los Angeles is facing a tremendous housing shortage and a resulting affordable housing 
crisis, and the location most people agree makes sense to build more housing is along rail 
lines. After years of public hearings, the City Council voted earlier this month to approve 
zone changes allowing more housing near several Metro Expo stops, including the only 
Metro stop in CD11 — the Expo/Bundy station. The plan allows housing in areas currently 
zoned industrial, and Mike fought successfully to increase requirements for affordable 
housing in the area. 
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Protecting the 
Villa Marina Tule Wetlands 




iNeeaea senior nousing is coming to Pacific Palisades! Earlier this month, the California 
Coastal Commission voted unanimously to reaffirm the City of Los Angeles' approval of the 
proposed eldercare facility at 1525 N. Palisades Drive, clearing the way for the 
project, which will add 82-units of assisted-living housing for seniors to a currently-vacant 
lot, to move forward. The project navigated a long road to earn the needed approvals, and 
Mike was proud to stand with the many Palisades neighbors who asked him to support the 
project. 


Protecting the Villa Marina Tule Wetlands 


A precious piece of wetlands near Del Rey and Playa Vista is under threat of being paved 
over and used as a parking lot, and Mike is now working with neighbors to save it. 


The Villa Marina Tule Wetlands, located between the eastbound 90 freeway and the Villa 
Marina condominium complex east of Lincoln Boulevard, is home to nearly 100 trees, as 
well as beautiful tule - a plant that only grows in marshy areas like wetlands. Under a plan 
that will be considered by the West LA Area Planning Commission on August 1, the 
wetlands would be paved over in order to make way for a parking lot that would allow a 
nearby car dealer to store vehicles. Mike strongly opposes paving over the lot, and his staff 
has been working with local environmentalists to advocate for the preservation of the 
wetlands area. 




Mike is standing with neighbors to oppose more sign blight from being added to the 
Brentwood neighborhood, and to your commute on the 405 freeway. On July 26, Mike's 
staff was in attendance at a Zoning Administrator hearing to read a letter from the 
councilmember opposing a massive new 76.5-square foot sign on the Luxe Hotel in 
Brentwood. The sign, which was also opposed by Brentwood neighbors in attendance at 
the meeting, requires a variance from the Planning Department, and Mike's staff asked 
that the Zoning Administrator not allow more sign blight to come to the neighborhood. The 
Zoning Administrator will now review documents submitted at the hearing and is expected 
to issue a ruling about the sign variance within the next month. 



Board Of Airport Commissioners Award contract for Intermodal Transportation 
Facility 



The effort to revolutionize how you get to and from LAX is making exciting progress. The 
Board of Airport Commissioners has awarded a $209 million contract to Swinerton Builder 
for the "Intermodal Transportation Facility - West" (ITF). Once complete, the ITF will 










provide a connected and convenient location outside of the terminals, where passengers, 
"well-wishers," and airport employees can either be dropped off, picked up, or park and 
then ride the automated people mover (or APM) into the airport. The ITF will be located 
between Westchester Parkway and 96th Street and will include a 4,700-vehicle parking 
garage, a dedicated concessions area, and the LAX Security and Badging office. 



More Developer Fees to Pay for Affordable Housing 



Everywhere he goes, Mike hears from residents concerned about escalating rents and a 
lack of affordable housing -- and he is taking steps to do something about it. At Mike's 
urging, the City Council has agreed to charge developers of commercial projects and 
market rate housing on the Westside a heftier fee to help pay for more affordable housing. 

Earlier this year, the the City Council approved an affordable housing linkage fee ordinance 
that increases the fee on some development to generate local funding for affordable 
housing. Mike agreed with affordable housing activists that the fee should be even higher 
in hot real estate markets experiencing gentrification — and persuaded his colleagues to 
increase the fee in high market areas from $15 to $18 dollars per square foot. The money 
will go into the Affordable Housing Trust Fund and help pay for affordable housing in LA 
neighborhoods. 








Mike Sides with Protecting Civil Liberties in Debate Over Federal Grant Fundina 


Mike is standing up for our civil liberties, raising objections about the City's possible 
acceptance of a grant from a controversial program from the federal government. The 
program, known as "Countering Violent Extremism" (CVE), proposes to offer the City of 
Los Angeles funding for efforts that critics have said unjustly monitors and stigmatizes 
Muslims in our neighborhoods. Fearing that any partnership with officials who have been 
openly hostile and discriminatory toward Muslims, Mike urged his colleagues to vote 
against accepting the CVE grant. The council voted to delay consideration of the grant.

Our urban forest is under siege, and we need to work together to protect it. But we can 
only do so if we are properly informed when a tree is at risk. Thanks to legislation Mike 
introduced, neighborhood councils now must be notified and given an opportunity to 
weigh-in whenever street trees are being removed, which gives us all an opportunity to 
weigh-in about these important neighborhood decisions. Find out more about the new 
policy here , and thank you to the neighbors who worked with Mike and his team to earn 
this victory for improved transparency and our local urban forest. 





County Places Stormwater Protection Measure on November Ballot 



This November, voters will have a chance to vote for clean water and environmental 
protection, thanks to a measure championed by County Supervisor Sheila Kuehl. 


Every year, more than 100 billion gallons of water runs down our curbs and out into the 
ocean. We have to find smarter ways to capture, clean and store stormwater — so we can 
increase our local water supply, make sure it's clean, and save it for future use. The Safe 
Clean Water L.A. initiative proposes to offer that solution. If voters choose to approve the 
measure, it will provide a funding stream for environmental projects that protect our bay 
and ocean by cleaning and conserving stormwater before it reaches the ocean. 



Public Bank LA - Voters to Decide 


The effort to create a publicly-owned bank in the City of Los Angeles is a step closer to 
reality now that the City Council has decided to propose a charter change to voters in the 
November election. 


For more than a year, the City has been studying the idea of creating a public bank. There 
are many reasons to do so, including withdrawing taxpayer dollars from institutions that 
benefited from the mortgage crisis. Additionally, local cannabis businesses, which are 
forced to deal almost entirely in cash and can't bank with traditional institutions governed 
by federal law, would have a safe place to bank. 

The idea for the bank, which Mike supports, has been championed by Council President 
Flerb Wesson, and would require an amendment to the City Charter, which will be 






presented to voters on the November ballot.

Council Approves Justice Fund to Help Separated Families 



The Los Angeles City Council and County Board of Supervisors voted in June to allow a 
legal aid fund for immigrants to be used for the defense of migrant parents and children 
separated under President Trump's “zero-tolerance" border polic y. The L.A. Justice Fund, 
approved in 2017, is a pool of city, county and philanthropic dollars that pays for legal 
assistance for immigrants facing detention and deportation. Before voting to expand how 
the fund could be used, the fund was restricted to residents of the city or county, making it 
difficult to aid migrant children recently separated from their families at the border. Thanks 
to legislation authored by Councilwoman Nury Martinez, and seconded by Mike and many 
of his colleagues, the fund may now be used to defend children detained in Los Angeles 
and their parents or sponsors.

Maryam Zar - An Example of Community Service 


Pacific Palisades neighbor Maryam Zar was born in Iran. She arrived in the United States in 
1979 and grew up in New Jersey before graduating from Boston University and Pepperdine 
Law School. In 1992, Maryam went back to Iran to become an advertising executive at a 
time when the nation was just emerging from war, and made her mark as a fiercely 
capable woman in a patriarchal land where women in the workplace were unwelcome. 
Maryam earned a job as an editor for an English-language daily newspaper and quickly 
became a rising star,, with her own dedicated page. She became a correspondent for 
publications based in London and Dubai, then quickly became a target for the Islamic 




republic moral police, and fled Iran. 

Since then, Maryam has founded 
Womenfound, an organization 
dedicated to raising awareness of 
the plight of women around the 
world, and advocating for the 
empowerment of women in 
patriarchal societies where 
opportunities and rights for women 
are scarce. She has also become an 
exceptionally-in volved community 
activist and leader here on the 
Westside, serving in recent years as 
Chair and Vice-Chair of the Pacific 
Palisades Community Council, and 
as the Founding Chair of the Pacific 
Palisades Task Force on 
Homelessness. She is also the 
President of PTSA at Paul Revere 
Middle School as well as the Vice- 
Chair of the Westside Regional 
Alliance of Councils (WRAC). 

We asked Maryam a few questions about her experience immigrating to America, and her 
involvement in her community. 

You have been incredibly involved in making your neighborhood a better place to 
live. What drives your passion for getting involved in your neighborhood? 

It stared with my kids. I was an active Paul Revere parent as the VP of Communications on 
the board and the school had a primary seat coming up on the Pacific Palisades Community 
Council. They gingerly asked if I’d like to do it, thinking I may not find the role appealing, 
and I leaped to accept. I thought it would be fun to have a voice on the small decisions 
that go into preserving a way of life — one that's worth protecting in the Palisades because 
it's such a novel mix of bucolic life with city underpinnings. Soon I realized that the 
backbone of a Democracy takes shape in small cities and towns across America that take 
proactive part in shaping the nitty-gritty policy decisions that impact people’s lives. I 
became enamored with the process, and came to identify it as the essence of what was so 
inviting for my parents forty years earlier, when the immigrated here. 




Please tell us about your experience 
immigrating to the United States. Has 
your experience as an immigrant 
shaped your passion for public service? 
How? 

Immigrating has become the defining event 
of my life. First to Paris then to Livingston, 
NJ, the experience of adopting a new 
homeland as a child has presented me with 
the prism through which I now see global 
and local events. As a kid, I didn't know I 


was assimilating -1 thought I was living like everyone else. As an adult, I've come to 


question everything and seek the deeper narrative in every simple discourse. Becoming an 


American citizen was a turning point for me. It was a decision I made after years of being 
a Green Card holder, when I realized that being an American had its privileges, but also 
the responsibility of representing a moral standard that can inspire and empower people to 
take their destiny seriously, and believe that they can impact it. That identity, rooted in 
respect for diverse points of view and ways of life, appealed to me. 

What is the most important thing for people to know about your home country of 
Iran? 

That the current government is widely thought to be disconnected from the people it 
represents. Iranians are an intellectually curious people, who are inherently welcoming and 
hospitable. Persian communities living abroad are overwhelmingly open minded, educated, 
successful and engaged in the communities they've adopted. They have become part of 
the fabric of the societies they've joined after fleeing their homeland, and have taken 
productive part in strengthening those societies and building modern lives that are 
admirable by any yardstick. By contrast, the Iran most commonly portrayed to Americans 
is villainous. Nothing could be further from the Persian instinct, or the history that makes 
us a proud and resilient people. 

What advice do you have for neighbors 
- especially young women - who want 
to follow your lead and get more 
involved in their communities? 

Get involved. Don't wait for an invitation. 

Don’t seek affirmation. Don't think you need 
the answers before you jump into the 
conversation. Find an issue you care about 
and go to the local fora that discuss it. LA 
City Council is among the friendliest I've 
seen. Commenting on an issue, either in 
public or with the lawmakers involved in 
addressing it, is easy. City Councilmembers 
are accessible and their staff are unfailingly 
welcoming. At the state level, CA is lucky 
enough to have some of the most engaged Assemblymembers and State Senators I know, 
and reaching out to them on any issue is easy. There is so much at stake right now, and so 
many policies being made at the City, County and State level that can impact our lives for 
generations to come. This is a great time to get involved, and everyone's voice matters. 
Everyone's perspective can inform an issue in a pivotal way. Respectful discourse, from the 
micro to the macro level, is what makes America great, and we all have to take part in 
maintaining that uniqueness. Local Neighborhood Councils are key in crafting city policy 
and are always looking to engage residents. As a Democratic State Delegate, I can attest 
that state party conventions are good platforms to introduce new ideas. It's not so much 
the forceful insistence on a point of view that matters, as the respectful partaking in the 
conversation. So introduce yourself, and get involved. Today.

Mike brought City Hall to the great outdoors this month, leading a "Hike with Mike" to 
Inspiration Point at Will Ro g ers State Park in Pacific Palisades. Dozens of neighbors from all 
parts of the 11th District joined Mike and two special guests -- State Senator Ben Allen and 
LAUSD Board Member Nick Melvoin — to talk about important issues and concerns while 
appreciating the natural beauty and spectacular views. 


The popular hikes are part of Mike's "Access 11" initiative, an ongoing series of events to 
engage with constituents and bring government closer to our neighborhoods. Special 
thanks to MQA Wellness Center. Sierra Club, and Ballona Institute for co-sponsoring the 
event, and to Ranger John Conroy and naturalist Robert "Roy" Van de Hoek for serving as 
our tour guides. 



One of Mike's favorite annual events is the Obon Festival. This year, the West LA Buddhist 
Temple celebrated the local festival's 70th anniversary. The two day event, held last 
weekend, drew nearly ten thousand people from throughout Southern California, 
who came to Sawtelle Japantown to celebrate the Japanese Buddhist custom of honoring 
the spirits of one's ancestors. The highlight of the festival is the dance — an elegant and 
spiritual reunion of generations. Congrats to West LA Buddhist Temple and affiliates for 
another remarkable event! 




At long last, the Scattergood Transmission Line project, which recently caused traffic 
problems for months on Lincoln Boulevard, is finally complete! 


The massive public works effort saw Los An o eles Department of Water & Power install 11.4 
miles of new underground transmission lines through four different neighborhood council 
areas in order to improve the power system's reliability. This project included major road 
work on Lincoln Boulevard, and the project's completion is welcome news to anyone who 
was inconvenienced by temporary lane closures.

This July marked the 70th year of the 
Pacific Palisades Ame ricanism Parade , an impressive, wildly decked out affair, complete with 
skydivers who land on the parade route! Thousands of people line the streets for the 
event, in front of homes elaborately decorated in patriotic bunting and more. The day also 
includes a road race, a concert, and fireworks show. 



Traffic Advisory - Centinela Street Widening Project 


Heads up! Road construction recently began on Centinela Avenue in Del Rey, and the work 
may affect your commute. As part of a traffic mitigation agreement that was approved as 
part of the Playa Vista development more than a decade ago, Los An g eles Department of 
Transportation crews are now widening Centinela Avenue along the west side of the roadway 
from one block south of Culver Boulevard to just north of the Ballona Creek. The project 
will install new left-turn pockets to help traffic move more efficiently, and will also include 
pedestrian-protecting features such as new sidewalks, ADA access ramps at corners, and 
new crossings to help folks get across the street safely. Construction is set to last for four 
to six weeks and will be completed during non-peak hours to minimize delays to 
commuters. Please plan accordingly if you need to drive through the area. 



Venice Pier Reopens in Time for Fourth of July Festivities 



Early in the morning on June 26, an electrical fire burned a 12-foot section of the Venice 
Pier. Thankfully, the Los An g eles Fire Department responded quickly and extinguished the 
blaze before it caused even more significant damage. 


Urging swift action, Mike spoke with the general manager of the Cit y of Los An g eles 
De partment of Recreation and Parks the day of the fire, and Mike was able to get his 
colleagues on the City Council to approve legislation providin g emer g ency fundin g for immediate 
re pairs to the pier. Recreation and Parks staff worked tirelessly to have immediate repairs 
made to the pier in time for visitors to use the pier as folks came to Venice to celebrate 
Independence Day, and thanks to their impressive work, the pier was open and decorated 
with red, white and blue banners in time for the holiday. 

With these short-term repairs made, Recreation and Parks and Bureau of Engineering 
staff will next continue plans for longer-term repair and maintenance of the pier, including 
further railing repairs, as well as repairs to the beams that hold up the pier and the 
arches that connect the beams to the pier deck. Construction on the pier upgrades will last 
an expected eight months, and will begin once approval for the work has been granted by 
the California Coastal Commission.

Mike was also surprised and humbled to receive an award from 
the center for his work, and for the benefit our local Great Street project has had for 
people with disabilities.

Mike Tours Brentwood and Pacific Palisades Hillsides by Helicopter 
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Significantly improving Los Angeles Fire Department resources has been one of Mike's 
consistent priorities, and in this year's budget, the City Council approved Mike's request for 
a new fire/rescue helicopter, which drops water and serves as a paramedic air ambulance. 
When the new copter arrives, it will be the second we've added since 2016. These copters 
are essential to protecting life and property in the canyons and hills of the 11th district, 
which Mike surveyed in July with LAFD's pilots. 


During the Mandeville Fire in May 2017, Mike saw first-hand how essential it was to add an 
additional helicopter. The purchase builds on a series of LAFD improvements in the past 







few years. In Mike's district alone, we've restored an engine company, added additional 
ambulances and bike medics, and increased the number of firefighters and paramedics. 



A previously underused corner in Venice is now the site of a cool new pocket park, and we 
need your help to keep it looking great! 


After receiving reports of overgrown palm trees and shrubs, Mike's staff teamed up with 
local artist Robin Murez to transform the corner of Venice Boulevard and Ocean Avenue 
into a new pocket park! In addition to getting trees trimmed at the corner and working 
with the Abbot Kinney Festival to raise money to get trees on the adjacent private property 
trimmed, Mike helped secure a grant to fund Robin's community beautification project, 
which included the installation of large mosaic concrete art installations. 

The pocket park is a wonderful addition to the neighborhood, but we need your help to 
keep it looking great. Every Friday at 10am, Robin hosts a community gardening event, 
where neighbors can stop by and help keep the park free of weeds. No experience 
necessary and all equipment will be supplied.

A Bridge Home - Sites Proposed for Temporary Housing 




The city is moving forward with plans to build temporary "bridge housing" throughout Los 
Angeles, in order to provide an alternative to sidewalk encampments. The City Council has 
formally asked the Bureau of Engineering to examine more than a dozen potential sites in 
a number of communities, including Koreatown, South Los Angeles, North Hollywood, San 
Pedro, Venice, and on the Department of Veterans Affairs campus in Brentwood. 

City staff will report to the council about the potential and opportunities for each site, and 
councilmembers will then work with neighbors to design specific projects that offer quick 
relief to homelessness encampments while longer-term solutions become available. 


After hosting an open house in June to offer information and get feedback on using the 
former MTA bus yard in Venice for temporary bridge housing, Mike launched an online 
survey to get further input from neighbors. Please click here to offer vour in put. 



Hundreds of neighbors came together at The Bri g in Venice last month to hear powerful 
stories of resilience and perseverance from advocates and people who have experienced 
homelessness. The storytelling event, hosted by the United Wav of Greater Los An g eles’ 
#Eve_rvoneln cam paign, highlighted the men and women who have survived living on the 
streets of LA neighborhoods and successfully turned their lives around. Their stories give 
hope that we can end the humanitarian crisis on our streets and ensure every person has a 
safe place to live.

New Online Portal 
Request Homeless Outreach 


Neighbors in Los Angeles have a new tool to help find available services for people living 
on the street. Launched in July, the LA Homeless Outreach Portal is an innovative online 
tool that allows residents to join the fight against homelessness by connecting neighbors 
they see to be in need with outreach services. The portal was created with funding from 
Measure H, and is a partnership of Los An g eles Count v. the Los An g eles Homeless Services 
Authority. Los An g eles County Department of Mental Health , and the County Department of Health 
Services.

Venice Neighborhood Council Homelessness Committee Unanimously Supports 
Bridge Housing Proposal 






Members of the Venice Nei g hborhood Council 's Homelessness Committee voted unanimously 
on July 30 to endorse the concept of bridge housing in Venice. 


The committee meeting was attended by dozens of Venice neighbors and after hearing 
input from the community, the committee voted 7-0 in favor of a motion to endorse bridge 
housing. The committee also made smart recommendations for specific commitments by 
the city to make the program successful. 


The motion of support will next be considered by the full Venice Neighborhood Council at 
the council's August meeting. 





VA Metro Purple Line Public Information Session 



When voters approved Measure M in November 2016, they voted to help fund a series of 
game-changing projects, including the an extension of the Purple Line, which runs east- 
west and is currently planned to extend from downtown LA all of the way to the VA 
campus near Brentwood. As part of the outreach and planning effort for that eventual 
Purple Line extension, LA Metro and the Department of Veteran Affairs hosted an 
information session on July 26 to discuss the Purple Line Extension Project as it relates to 
the Los Angeles VA Medical Center Campus. Neighbors in attendance asked questions 
about historic preservation on the property, station access, and mobility accommodations, 
including scooter designated areas and bike lockers.

You Can Now Use Your TAP Card to Transfer to Metro's Partner Agencies! 
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In an effort to improve the transit experience for riders, Metro recently enacted seamless 
interagency transfers on TAP cards. As of a few weeks ago, people who ride Metro and 




then transfer to a partner agency bus (such as LADOT Transit buses or Santa Monica's Big 
Blue Bus) will be able to use their TAP card to pay for the transfer. This will improve 
convenience for riders, and will help ensure buses are not slowed down by riders seeking 
to transfer.

Fares Reduced for Metro Bike Share! 



Metro Bike Share has always aimed to be accessible and Metro is making the service even 
more affordable by reducing prices across the system. Starting in mid-July, the prices for 
the Single Ride, Day, and Monthly passes will be reduced as follows: 


• Single Ride: $1.75 for each 30-minute trip (down from $3.50) and then it's $1.75 for 
every 30-minute trip thereafter. 

• Day Pass: $5 per day (down from $7). All trips 30 minutes or less are free and then 
it's $1.75 every 30 minutes thereafter. 

• Monthly Pass: $17 per month (down from $20). All trips 30 minutes or less are free 
and then it's $1.75 every 30 minutes thereafter. 

• Bike Share for Business $10 per month per employee (down from $12). All trips 30 
minutes or less are free and then it's $1.75 every 30 minutes thereafter. 

With the $1.75 Single Ride, Metro is bringing the price in line with a one-way fare for 
Metro's Bus and Rail System and furthering the agency's commitment to providing 
affordable and sustainable transportation options to Los Angeles residents and visitors.

Report: Five Years of Restoration Efforts Has Helped LAWA Coastal Dunes 





LAX Coastal Dunes 
Five Year Restoration Report 


At the west end of Los Angeles International Airport, a remarkable ecological success story 
is unfolding on approximately 300 acres of sand dunes voluntarily set aside as a natural 
wildlife preserve. Last month, the Bay Foundation and Friends of LAX Dunes released a 
report detailing how five years of restoration efforts by LAX and thousands of volunteers 
has benefited the area. Throughout the past half-decade, the area has seen the 
reconstruction of sidewalks and roads into healthy dunes, the return of an abundance of 
wildlife (such as the Blainvilles horned lizard and the Southern California legless lizard, 
among others), as well as nearly 84 restoration events and volunteer opportunities. Thank 
you to all who have helped restore and protect this precious piece of Westside's natural 
environment.

Protect the Endangered Species Act! 


Mike Authors Legislation to Support Ocean Protection Efforts 


Mike is urging the City to support state legislative efforts by Senator Ben Allen to curb a 
fishing practice that is endangering our marine wildlife. Senator Allen has proposed 
legislation banning the use of "gill nets," which inadvertently kill countless whales, 
dolphins, sea turtles, and fish. Mike has submitted legislation proposing the City join the 
Sierra Club and other environmental and conservation organizations in backing the bill. 


Mike is leading an effort to have the City of Los Angeles join a nationwide battle to save 


the Endangered Species Act. In recent weeks, more than two dozen pieces of legislation, 
policy initiatives and amendments designed to weaken the law have been either introduced 


or voted on in Congress or proposed by the Trump administration. At today's Council 


meeting, Mike proposed the city officially oppose any and all efforts to weaken or 


undermine the act. 



Expo TNP - Building Housing in the Right Place 










Los Angeles is facing a tremendous housing shortage and a resulting affordable housing 
crisis, and the location most people agree makes sense to build more housing is along rail 
lines. After years of public hearings, the City Council voted earlier this month to approve 
zone changes allowing more housing near several Metro Expo stops, including the only 
Metro stop in CD11 — the Expo/Bundy station. The plan allows housing in areas currently 
zoned industrial, and Mike fought successfully to increase requirements for affordable 
housing in the area. 


State Coastal Commission Affirms City Approval of Palisades Eldercare Facility 



Needed senior housing is coming to Pacific Palisades! Earlier this month, the California 
Coastal Commission voted unanimously to reaffirm the City of Los Angeles' approval of the 
proposed eldercare facility at 1525 N. Palisades Drive, clearing the way for the project, which 
will add 82-units of assisted-living housing for seniors to a currently-vacant lot, to move 
forward. The project navigated a long road to earn the needed approvals, and Mike was 
proud to stand with the many Palisades neighbors who asked him to support the project. 




















Protecting the Villa Marina Tule Wetlands 
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Mike is standing with neighbors to oppose more sign blight from being added to the 
Brentwood neighborhood, and to your commute on the 405 freeway. On July 26, Mike's 
staff was in attendance at a Zoning Administrator hearing to read a letter from the 
councilmember opposing a massive new 76.5-square foot sign on the Luxe Hotel in 
Brentwood. The sign, which was also opposed by Brentwood neighbors in attendance at 
the meeting, requires a variance from the Planning Department, and Mike's staff asked 
that the Zoning Administrator not allow more sign blight to come to the neighborhood. The 
Zoning Administrator will now review documents submitted at the hearing and is expected 
to issue a ruling about the sign variance within the next month. 


A precious piece of wetlands near Del Rey and Playa Vista is under threat of being paved 
over and used as a parking lot, and Mike is row working with neighbors to save it. 


The Villa Marina Tule Wetlands, located between the eastbound 90 freeway and the Villa 
Marina condominium complex east of Lincoln Boulevard, is home to nearly 100 trees, as 
well as beautiful tule - a plant that only grows in marshy areas like wetlands. Under a plan 
that will be considered by the West LA Area Planning Commission on August 1, the 
wetlands would be paved over in order to make way for a parking lot that would allow a 
nearby car dealer to store vehicles. Mike strongly opposes paving over the lot, and his staff 
has been working with local environmentalists to advocate for the preservation of the 
wetlands area. 


Mike Opposes Massive New Signage in Brentwood 
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Board Of Airport Commissioners Award contract for Intermodal Transportation 
Facility 



The effort to revolutionize how you get to and from LAX is making exciting progress. The 
Board of Airport Commissioners has awarded a $209 million contract to Swinerton Builder 
for the "Intermodal Transportation Facility - West" (ITF). Once complete, the ITF will 
provide a connected and convenient location outside of the terminals, where passengers, 
"well-wishers," and airport employees can either be dropped off, picked up, or park and 
then ride the automated people mover (or APM) into the airport. The ITF will be located 
between Westchester Parkway and 96th Street and will include a 4,700-vehicle parking 
garage, a dedicated concessions area, and the LAX Security and Badging office. 



More Developer Fees to Pay for Affordable Housing 
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Everywhere he goes, Mike hears from residents concerned about escalating rents and a 
lack of affordable housing — and he is taking steps to do something about it. At Mike's 
urging, the City Council has agreed to charge developers of commercial projects and 
market rate housing on the Westside a heftier fee to help pay for more affordable housing. 


Earlier this year, the the City Council approved an affordable housing linkage fee ordinance 
that increases the fee on some development to generate local funding for affordable 
housing. Mike agreed with affordable housing activists that the fee should be even higher 
in hot real estate markets experiencing gentrification — and persuaded his colleagues to 
increase the fee in high market areas from $15 to $18 dollars per square foot. The money 
will go into the Affordable Housing Trust Fund and help pay for affordable housing in LA 
neighborhoods. 



Protecting Civil uberjies 


Mike Sides with Protecting Civil Liberties in Debate Over Federal Grant Funding 


Mike is standing up for our civil liberties, raising objections about the City's possible 
acceptance of a grant from a controversial program from the federal government. The 
program, known as "Countering Violent Extremism" (CVE), proposes to offer the City of 
Los Angeles funding for efforts that critics have said unjustly monitors and stigmatizes 
Muslims in our neighborhoods. Fearing that any partnership with officials who have been 
openly hostile and discriminatory toward Muslims, Mike urged his colleagues to vote 
against accepting the CVE grant. The council voted to delay consideration of the grant.

County Places Stormwater Protection Measure on November Ballot 





This November, voters will have a chance to vote for clean water and environmental 
protection, thanks to a measure championed by County Supervisor Sheila Kuehl. 

Every year, more than 100 billion gallons of water runs down our curbs and out into the 
ocean. We have to find smarter ways to capture, clean and store stormwater — so we can 
increase our local water supply, make sure it's clean, and save it for future use. The Safe 
Clean Water L.A. initiative proposes to offer that solution. If voters choose to approve the 
measure, it will provide a funding stream for environmental projects that protect our bay 
and ocean by cleaning and conserving stormwater before it reaches the ocean. 











The effort to create a publicly-owned bank in the City of Los Angeles is a step closer to 
reality now that the City Council has decided to propose a charter change to voters in the 
November election. 


For more than a year, the City has been studying the idea of creating a public bank. There 
are many reasons to do so, including withdrawing taxpayer dollars from institutions that 
benefited from the mortgage crisis. Additionally, local cannabis businesses, which are 
forced to deal almost entirely in cash and can't bank with traditional institutions governed 
by federal law, would have a safe place to bank. 

The idea for the bank, which Mike supports, has been championed by Council President 
Herb Wesson, and would require an amendment to the City Charter, which will be 
presented to voters on the November ballot.

Council Approves Justice Fund to Help Separated Families 



The Los Angeles City Council and County Board of Supervisors voted in June to allow a 
legal aid fund for immigrants to be used for the defense of migrant parents and children 
separated under President Trump's "zero-tolerance’’ border polic y. The L.A. Justice Fund, 
approved in 2017, is a pool of city, county and philanthropic dollars that pays for legal 
assistance for immigrants facing detention and deportation. Before voting to expand how 




the fund could be used, the fund was restricted to residents of the city or county, making it 
difficult to aid migrant children recently separated from their families at the border. Thanks 
to legislation authored by Councilwoman Nury Martinez, and seconded by Mike and many 
of his colleagues, the fund may now be used to defend children detained in Los Angeles 
and their parents or sponsors.

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Pacific Palisades neighbor Maryam Zar was born in Iran. She arrived in the United States in 
1979 and grew up in New Jersey before graduating from Boston University and Pepperdine 
Law School. In 1992, Maryam went back to Iran to become an advertising executive at a 
time when the nation was just emerging from war, and made her mark as a fiercely 
capable woman in a patriarchal land where women in the workplace were unwelcome. 
Maryam earned a job as an editor for an English-language daily newspaper and quickly 
became a rising star, with her own dedicated page. She became a correspondent for 
publications based in London and Dubai, then quickly became a target for the Islamic 









republic moral police, and fled Iran. 

Since then, Maryam has founded 
Womenfound, an organization 
dedicated to raising awareness of 
the plight of women around the 
world, and advocating for the 
empowerment of women in 
patriarchal societies where 
opportunities and rights for women 
are scarce. She has also become an 
exceptionally-involved community 
activist and leader here on the 
Westside, serving in recent years as 
Chair and Vice-Chair of the Pacific 
Palisades Community Council, and 
as the Founding Chair of the Pacific 
Palisades Task Force on 
Homelessness. She is also the 
President of PTSA at Paul Revere 
Middle School as well as the Vice- 
Chair of the Westside Regional 
Alliance of Councils (WRAC). 

We asked Maryam a few questions about her experience immigrating to America, and her 
involvement in her community. 

You have been incredibly involved in making your neighborhood a better place to 
live. What drives your passion for getting involved in your neighborhood? 

It stared with my kids. I was an active Paul Revere parent as the VP of Communications on 
the board and the school had a primary seat coming up on the Pacific Palisades Community 
Council. They gingerly asked if I'd like to do it, thinking I may not find the role appealing, 
and I leaped to accept. I thought it would be fun to have a voice on the small decisions 
that go into preserving a way of life - one that's worth protecting in the Palisades because 
it's such a novel mix of bucolic life with city underpinnings. Soon I realized that the 
backbone of a Democracy takes shape in small cities and towns across America that take 
proactive part in shaping the nitty-gritty policy decisions that impact people's lives. I 
became enamored with the process, and came to identify it as the essence of what was so 
inviting for my parents forty years earlier, when the immigrated here. 




Please tell us about your experience 
immigrating to the United States. Has 
your experience as an immigrant 
shaped your passion for public service? 
How? 

Immigrating has become the defining event 
of my life. First to Paris then to Livingston, 
NJ, the experience of adopting a new 
homeland as a child has presented me with 
the prism through which I now see global 
and local events. As a kid, I didn't know I 


was assimilating -1 thought I was living like everyone else. As an adult, I've come to 


question everything and seek the deeper narrative in every simple discourse. Becoming an 


American citizen was a turning point for me. It was a decision I made after years of being 
a Green Card holder, when I realized that being an American had its privileges, but also 
the responsibility of representing a moral standard that can inspire and empower people to 
take their destiny seriously, and believe that they can impact it. That identity, rooted in 
respect for diverse points of view and ways of life, appealed to me. 

What is the most important thing for people to know about your home country of 
Iran? 

That the current government is widely thought to be disconnected from the people it 
represents. Iranians are an intellectually curious people, who are inherently welcoming and 
hospitable. Persian communities living abroad are overwhelmingly open minded, educated, 
successful and engaged in the communities they've adopted. They have become part of 
the fabric of the societies they've joined after fleeing their homeland, and have taken 
productive part in strengthening those societies and building modern lives that are 
admirable by any yardstick. By contrast, the Iran most commonly portrayed to Americans 
is villainous. Nothing could be further from the Persian instinct, or the history that makes 
us a proud and resilient people. 

What advice do you have for neighbors 
- especially young women - who want 
to follow your lead and get more 
involved in their communities? 

Get involved. Don’t wait for an invitation. 

Don't seek affirmation. Don't think you need 
the answers before you jump into the 
conversation. Find an issue you care about 
and go to the local fora that discuss it. LA 
City Council is among the friendliest I've 
seen. Commenting on an issue, either in 
public or with the lawmakers involved in 
addressing it, is easy. City Councilmembers 
are accessible and their staff are unfailingly 
welcoming. At the state level, CA is lucky 
enough to have some of the most engaged Assemblymembers and State Senators I know, 
and reaching out to them on any issue is easy. There is so much at stake right now, and so 
many policies being made at the City, County and State level that can impact our lives for 
generations to come. This is a great time to get involved, and everyone's voice matters. 
Everyone s perspective can inform an issue in a pivotal way. Respectful discourse, from the 
micro to the macro level, is what makes America great, and we all have to take part in 
maintaining that uniqueness. Local Neighborhood Councils are key in crafting city policy 
and are always looking to engage residents. As a Democratic State Delegate, I can attest 
that state party conventions are good platforms to introduce new ideas. It's not so much 
the forceful insistence on a point of view that matters, as the respectful partaking in the 
conversation. So introduce yourself, and get involved. Today.

Centinela Street Widening Project 


Heads up! Road construction recently began on Centinela Avenue in Del Rey, and the work 
may affect your commute. As part of a traffic mitigation agreement that was approved as 
part of the Playa Vista development more than a decade ago, Los An g eles Department of 
Transportation crews are now widening Centinela Avenue along the west side of the roadway 
from one block south of Culver Boulevard to just north of the Ballona Creek. The project 
will install new left-turn pockets to help traffic move more efficiently, and will also include 
pedestrian-protecting features such as new sidewalks, ADA access ramps at comers, and 
new crossings to help folks get across the street safely. Construction is set to last for four 
to six weeks and will be completed during non-peak hours to minimize delays to 
commuters. Please plan accordingly if you need to drive through the area. 





Venice Pier Reopens in Time for Fourth of July Festivities 




Early in the morning on June 26, an electrical fire burned a 12-foot section of the Venice 
Pier. Thankfully, the Los An g eles Fire Department responded quickly and extinguished the 
blaze before it caused even more significant damage. 


Urging swift action, Mike spoke with the general manager of the Cit y of Los An g eles 
Department of Recre ation and Parks the day of the fire, and Mike was able to get his 
colleagues on the City Council to approve leg islation providin g emer g ency fundin g for immediate 
re pair? to the pjgr. Recreation and Parks staff worked tirelessly to have immediate repairs 
made to the pier in time for visitors to use the pier as folks came to Venice to celebrate 
Independence Day, and thanks to their impressive work, the pier was open and decorated 
with red, white and blue banners in time for the holiday. 


With these short-term repairs made, Recreation and Parks and Bureau of Engineering 
staff will next continue plans for longer-term repair and maintenance of the pier, including 
further railing repairs, as well as repairs to the beams that hold up the pier and the 
arches that connect the beams to the pier deck. Construction on the pier upgrades will last 
an expected eight months, and will begin once approval for the work has been granted by 
the California Coastal Commission.

Mike Tours Brentwood and Pacific Palisades Hillsides by Helicopter 






Significantly improving Los Angeles Fire Department resources has been one of Mike's 
consistent priorities, and in this year's budget, the City Council approved Mike's request for 
a new fire/rescue helicopter, which drops water and serves as a paramedic air ambulance. 
When the new copter arrives, it will be the second we've added since 2016. These copters 
are essential to protecting life and property in the canyons and hills of the 11th district, 
which Mike surveyed in July with LAFD's pilots. 


During the Mandeville Fire in May 2017, Mike saw first-hand how essential it was to add an 
additional helicopter. The purchase builds on a series of LAFD improvements in the past 



few years. In Mike's district alone, we've restored an engine company, added additional 
ambulances and bike medics, and increased the number of firefighters and paramedics. 



A previously underused corner in Venice is now the site of a cool new pocket park, and we 
need your help to keep it looking great! 


After receiving reports of overgrown palm trees and shrubs, Mike's staff teamed up with 
local artist Robin Murez to transform the corner of Venice Boulevard and Ocean Avenue 
into a new pocket park! In addition to getting trees trimmed at the corner and working 
with the Abbot Kinney Festival to raise money to get trees on the adjacent private property 
trimmed, Mike helped secure a grant to fund Robin's community beautification project, 
which included the installation of large mosaic concrete art installations. 

The pocket park is a wonderful addition to the neighborhood, but we need your help to 
keep it looking great.

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A Bridge Home - Sites Proposed for Temporary Housing 




The city is moving forward with plans to build temporary "bridge housing" throughout Los 
Angeles, in order to provide an alternative to sidewalk encampments. The City Council has 
formally asked the Bureau of Engineering to examine more than a dozen potential sites in 
a number of communities, including Koreatown, South Los Angeles, North Hollywood, San 
Pedro, Venice, and on the Department of Veterans Affairs campus in Brentwood. 


City staff will report to the council about the potential and opportunities for each site, and 
councilmembers will then work with neighbors to design specific projects that offer quick 
relief to homelessness encampments while longer-term solutions become available. 


After hosting an open house in June to offer information and get feedback on using the 
former MTA bus yard in Venice for temporary bridge housing, Mike launched an online 
survey to get further input from neighbors.

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Hundreds of neighbors came together at The Bri g in Venice last month to hear powerful 
stories of resilience and perseverance from advocates and people who have experienced 
homelessness.

#Evervoneln cam paign, highlighted the men and women who have survived living on the 
streets of LA neighborhoods and successfully turned their lives around. Their stories give 
hope that we can end the humanitarian crisis on our streets and ensure every person has a 
safe place to live.

The motion of support will next be considered by the full Venice Neighborhood Council at 
the council's August meeting. 
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When voters approved Measure M in November 2016, they voted to help fund a series of 
game-changing projects, including the an extension of the Purple Line, which runs east- 
west and is currently planned to extend from downtown LA all of the way to the V/A 
campus near Brentwood. As part of the outreach and planning effort for that eventual 
Purple Line extension, LA Metro and the Department of Veteran Affairs hosted an 
information session on July 26 to discuss the Purple Line Extension Project as it relates to 
the Los Angeles VA Medical Center Campus. Neighbors in attendance asked questions 
about historic preservation on the property, station access, and mobility accommodations, 
including scooter designated areas and bike lockers.

Fares Reduced for Metro Bike Share! 


Metro Bike Share has always aimed to be accessible and Metro is making the service even 
more affordable by reducing prices across the system. Starting in mid-July, the prices for 
the Single Ride, Day, and Monthly passes will be reduced as follows: 






At the west end of Los Angeles International Airport, a remarkable ecological success story 
is unfolding on approximately 300 acres of sand dunes voluntarily set aside as a natural 
wildlife preserve. Last month, the Bay Foundation and Friends of LAX Dunes released a 
report detailing how five years of restoration efforts by LAX and thousands of volunteers 
has benefited the area. Throughout the past half-decade, the area has seen the 
reconstruction of sidewalks and roads into healthy dunes, the return of an abundance of 
wildlife (such as the Blainvilles horned lizard and the Southern California legless lizard, 
among others), as well as nearly 84 restoration events and volunteer opportunities. Thank 
you to all who have helped restore and protect this precious piece of Westside's natural 
environment. You can read the report for yourself here . 


Urban Forestry Management Survey 
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The Urban Forestry Management team wants to hear for you! Trees play a major role in 
protecting our environment and our friends at Cit y Plants are in the process of developing 
critical framework for the Urban Forest Management Plan in Los Angeles.

Mike is urging the City to support state legislative efforts by Senator Ben Allen to curb a 
fishing practice that is endangering our marine wildlife. Senator Allen has proposed 
legislation banning the use of "gill nets," which inadvertently kill countless whales, 
dolphins, sea turtles, and fish. Mike has submitted legislation proposing the City join the 
Sierra Club and other environmental and conservation organizations in backing the bill. 


Protect the Endangered Species Act! 


Mike is leading an effort to have the City of Los Angeles join a nationwide battle to save 


the Endangered Species Act. In recent weeks, more than two dozen pieces of legislation, 


policy initiatives and amendments designed to weaken the law have been either introduced 


or voted on in Congress or proposed by the Trump administration. At today's Council 
meeting, Mike proposed the city officially oppose any and all efforts to weaken or 
undermine the act. 



Expo TNP - Building Housing in the Right Place

Los Angeles is facing a tremendous housing shortage and a resulting affordable housing 
crisis, and the location most people agree makes sense to build more housing is along rail 
lines. After years of public hearings, the City Council voted earlier this month to approve 
zone changes allowing more housing near several Metro Expo stops, including the only 
Metro stop in CDll -- the Expo/Bundy station. The plan allows housing in areas currently 
zoned industrial, and Mike fought successfully to increase requirements for affordable 
housing in the area. 


State Coastal Commission Affirms City Approval of Palisades Eldercare Facility 


Needed senior housing is coming to Pacific Palisades! Earlier this month, the California 
Coastal Commission voted unanimously to reaffirm the City of Los Angeles’ approval of the 
proposed eldercare facility at 1525 N. Palisades Drive, clearing the way for the project, which 
will add 82-units of assisted-living housing for seniors to a currently-vacant lot, to move 
forward. The project navigated a long road to earn the needed approvals, and Mike was 
proud to stand with the many Palisades neighbors who asked him to support the project. 




A precious piece of wetlands near Del Rey and Playa Vista is under threat of being paved 
over and used as a parking lot, and Mike is now working with neighbors to save it. 


The Villa Marina Tule Wetlands, located between the eastbound 90 freeway and the Villa 
Marina condominium complex east of Lincoln Boulevard, is home to nearly 100 trees, as 
well as beautiful tule - a plant that only grows in marshy areas like wetlands. Under a plan 
that will be considered by the West LA Area Planning Commission on August 1, the 
wetlands would be paved over in order to make way for a parking lot that would allow a 
nearby car dealer to store vehicles. Mike strongly opposes paving over the lot, and his staff 
has been working with local environmentalists to advocate for the preservation of the 
wetlands area. 


Mike Opposes Massive New Signage in Brentwood 



Mike is standing with neighbors to oppose more sign blight from being added to the 
Brentwood neighborhood, and to your commute on the 405 freeway. On July 26, Mike's 
staff was in attendance at a Zoning Administrator hearing to read a letter from the 
councilmember opposing a massive new 76.5-square foot sign on the Luxe Hotel in 
Brentwood. The sign, which was also opposed by Brentwood neighbors in attendance at 
the meeting, requires a variance from the Planning Department, and Mike's staff asked 
that the Zoning Administrator not allow more sign blight to come to the neighborhood. The 
Zoning Administrator will now review documents submitted at the hearing and is expected 
to issue a ruling about the sign variance within the next month. 
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Board Of Airport Commissioners Award contract for Intermodal Transportation 
Facility 


The effort to revolutionize how you get to and from LAX is making exciting progress. The 
Board of Airport Commissioners has awarded a $209 million contract to Swinerton Builder 
for the "Intermodal Transportation Facility - West" (ITF). Once complete, the ITF will 
provide a connected and convenient location outside of the terminals, where passengers, 
"well-wishers," and airport employees can either be dropped off, picked up, or park and 
then ride the automated people mover (or APM) into the airport. The ITF will be located 
between Westchester Parkway and 96th Street and will include a 4,700-vehicle parking 
garage, a dedicated concessions area, and the LAX Security and Badging office. 



More Developer Fees to Pay for Affordable Housing 















Everywhere he goes, Mike hears from residents concerned about escalating rents and a 
lack of affordable housing — and he is taking steps to do something about it. At Mike's 
urging, the City Council has agreed to charge developers of commercial projects and 
market rate housing on the Westside a heftier fee to help pay for more affordable housing. 

Earlier this year, the the City Council approved an affordable housing linkage fee ordinance 
that increases the fee on some development to generate local funding for affordable 
housing. Mike agreed with affordable housing activists that the fee should be even higher 
in hot real estate markets experiencing gentrification — and persuaded his colleagues to 
increase the fee in high market areas from $15 to $18 dollars per square foot. The money 
will go into the Affordable Housing Trust Fund and help pay for affordable housing in LA 
neighborhoods. 



Mike Sides with Protecting Civil Liberties in Debate Over Federal Grant Funding 


Mike is standing up for our civil liberties, raising objections about the City's possible 
acceptance of a grant from a controversial program from the federal government. The 
program, known as "Countering Violent Extremism" (CVE), proposes to offer the City of 
Los Angeles funding for efforts that critics have said unjustly monitors and stigmatizes 
Muslims in our neighborhoods. Fearing that any partnership with officials who have been 
openly hostile and discriminatory toward Muslims, Mike urged his colleagues to vote 
against accepting the CVE grant. The council voted to delay consideration of the grant.

Our urban forest is under siege, and we need to work together to protect it. But we can 
only do so if we are properly informed when a tree is at risk. Thanks to legislation Mike 
introduced, neighborhood councils now must be notified and given an opportunity to 
weigh-in whenever street trees are being removed, which gives us all an opportunity to 
weigh-in about these important neighborhood decisions. Find out more about the new 
policy here , and thank you to the neighbors who worked with Mike and his team to earn 
this victory for improved transparency and our local urban forest. 


County Places Stormwater Protection Measure on November Ballot 
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This November, voters will have a chance to vote for clean water and environmental 


protection, thanks to a measure championed by County Supervisor Sheila Kuehl. 


Every year, more than 100 billion gallons of water runs down our curbs and out into the 
ocean. We have to find smarter ways to capture, clean and store stormwater — so we can 
increase our local water supply, make sure it's clean, and save it for future use. The Safe 
Clean Water L.A. initiative proposes to offer that solution. If voters choose to approve the 
measure, it will provide a funding stream for environmental projects that protect our bay 
and ocean by cleaning and conserving stormwater before it reaches the ocean. 











Public Bank LA - Voters to Decide 



The effort to create a publicly-owned bank in the City of Los Angeles is a step closer to 
reality now that the City Council has decided to propose a charter change to voters in the 
November election. 


For more than a year, the City has been studying the idea of creating a public bank. There 
are many reasons to do so, including withdrawing taxpayer dollars from institutions that 
benefited from the mortgage crisis. Additionally, local cannabis businesses, which are 
forced to deal almost entirely in cash and can't bank with traditional institutions governed 
by federal law, would have a safe place to bank. 

The idea for the bank, which Mike supports, has been championed by Council President 
Herb Wesson, and would require an amendment to the City Charter, which will be 
presented to voters on the November ballot.

Council Approves Justice Fund to Help Separated Families 



Justice Fund to Help 
Separated Families 



The Los Angeles City Council and County Board of Supervisors voted in June to allow a 
legal aid fund for immigrants to be used for the defense of migrant parents and children 
separated under President Trump's "zero-tolerance" border polic y. The L.A. Justice Fund, 
approved in 2017, is a pool of city, county and philanthropic dollars that pays for legal 
assistance for immigrants facing detention and deportation. Before voting to expand how 






the fund could be used, the fund was restricted to residents of the city or county, making it 
difficult to aid migrant children recently separated from their families at the border. Thanks 
to legislation authored by Councilwoman Nury Martinez, and seconded by Mike and many 
of his colleagues, the fund may now be used to defend children detained in Los Angeles 
and their parents or sponsors. 
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Mike was glad to welcome two new members to his team in July: Matt Tecle and Kristin 
Eaves ! 

Matt, a Playa del Rey resident who has handled community government affairs for Otis 
Colle g e of Art and Desi gn for several years, is Mike's new deputy for Westchester and Playa 
del Rey. Kristin, who has been working Councilmember Maroueece Harris-Dawson . is the 
newest member of our communications team. Matt and Kristin are both eager to help 
move Los Angeles forward, do good, and get things done for our neighborhoods!

Maryam Zar - An Example of Community Service 







Pacific Palisades neighbor Maryam 
Zar was born in Iran. She arrived in 
the United States in 1979 and grew 
up in New Jersey before graduating 
from Boston University and 
Pepperdine Law School. In 1992, 
Maryam went back to Iran to 
become an advertising executive at 
a time when the nation was just 
emerging from war, and made her 
mark as a fiercely capable woman in 
a patriarchal land where women in 
the workplace were unwelcome. 
Maryam earned a job as an editor 
for an English-language daily 
newspaper and quickly became a 
rising star, with her own dedicated 
page. She became a correspondent 
for publications based in London and 
Dubai, then quickly became a target 
for the Islamic republic moral police, 
and fled Iran. 



Since then, Maryam has founded Womenfound, an organization dedicated to raising 
awareness of the plight of women around the world, and advocating for the empowerment 
of women in patriarchal societies where opportunities and rights for women are scarce. 

She has also become an exceptionally-involved community activist and leader here on the 
Westside, serving in recent years as Chair and Vice-Chair of the Pacific Palisades 
Community Council, and as the Founding Chair of the Pacific Palisades Task Force on 
Homelessness. She is also the President of PTSA at Paul Revere Middle School as well as 
the Vice-Chair of the Westside Regional Alliance of Councils (WRAC). 

We asked Maryam a few questions about her experience immigrating to America, and her 
involvement in her community. 

You have been incredibly involved in making your neighborhood a better place to 
live. What drives your passion for getting involved in your neighborhood? 

It stared with my kids. I was an active Paul Revere parent as the VP of Communications on 
the board and the school had a primary seat coming up on the Pacific Palisades Community 
Council. They gingerly asked if I'd like to do it, thinking I may not find the role appealing, 
and I leaped to accept. I thought it would be fun to have a voice on the small decisions 
that go into preserving a way of life - one that's worth protecting in the Palisades because 
it’s such a novel mix of bucolic life with city underpinnings. Soon I realized that the 
backbone of a Democracy takes shape in small cities and towns across America that take 
proactive part in shaping the nitty-gritty policy decisions that impact people's lives. I 
became enamored with the process, and came to identify it as the essence of what was so 
inviting for my parents forty years earlier, when the immigrated here. 

Please tell us about your experience immigrating to the United States. Has your 
experience as an immigrant shaped your passion for public service? How? 

Immigrating has become the defining event of my life. First to Paris then to Livingston, NJ, 
the experience of adopting a new homeland as a child has presented me with the prism 
through which I now see global and local events. As a kid, I didn't know I was assimilating 





- I thought I was living like everyone else. 
As an adult, I've come to question 
everything and seek the deeper narrative in 
every simple discourse. Becoming an 
American citizen was a turning point for me. 
It was a decision I made after years of 
being a Green Card holder, when I realized 
that being an American had its privileges, 
but also the responsibility of representing a 
moral standard that can inspire and 


empower people to take their destiny 
seriously, and believe that they can impact it. That identity, rooted in respect for diverse 
points of view and ways of life, appealed to me. 


What is the most important thing for people to know about your home country of 
Iran? 

That the current government is widely thought to be disconnected from the people it 
represents. Iranians are an intellectually curious people, who are inherently welcoming and 
hospitable. Persian communities living abroad are overwhelmingly open minded, educated, 
successful and engaged in the communities they've adopted. They have become part of 
the fabric of the societies they've joined after fleeing their homeland, and have taken 
productive part in strengthening those societies and building modern lives that are 
admirable by any yardstick. By contrast, the Iran most commonly portrayed to Americans 
is villainous. Nothing could be further from the Persian instinct, or the history that makes 
us a proud and resilient people. 

What advice do you have for neighbors 
- especially young women - who want 
to follow your lead and get more 
involved in their communities? 

Get involved. Don't wait for an invitation. 

Don't seek affirmation. Don't think you need 
the answers before you jump into the 
conversation. Find an issue you care about 
and go to the local fora that discuss it. LA 
City Council is among the friendliest I've 
seen. Commenting on an issue, either in 
public or with the lawmakers involved in 
addressing it, is easy. City Councilmembers 
are accessible and their staff are unfailingly 
welcoming. At the state level, CA is lucky 
enough to have some of the most engaged Assemblymembers and State Senators I know, 
and reaching out to them on any issue is easy. There is so much at stake right now, and so 
many policies being made at the City, County and State level that can impact our lives for 
generations to come. This is a great time to get involved, and everyone’s voice matters. 
Everyone’s perspective can inform an issue in a pivotal way. Respectful discourse, from the 
micro to the macro level, is what makes America great, and we all have to take part in 
maintaining that uniqueness. Local Neighborhood Councils are key in crafting city policy 
and are always looking to engage residents. As a Democratic State Delegate, I can attest 
that state party conventions are good platforms to introduce new ideas. It's not so much 
the forceful insistence on a point of view that matters, as the respectful partaking in the 
conversation. So introduce yourself, and get involved. Today. 
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One of Mike's favorite annual events is the Obon Festival. This year, the West LA Buddhist 
Temple celebrated the local festival's 70th anniversary. The two day event, held last 
weekend, drew nearly ten thousand people from throughout Southern California,

appreciating the natural beauty and spectacular views. 


The popular hikes are part of Mike's "Access 11" initiative, an ongoing series of events to 
engage with constituents and bring government closer to our neighborhoods. Special 
thanks to MOA Wellness Center . Sierra Club, and Ballona Institute for co-sponsoring the 
event, and to Ranger John Conroy and naturalist Robert "Roy" Van de Hoek for serving as 
our tour guides.

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Few places in the country know how to celebrate Independence Day like Pacific Palisades, 
and each year the neighborhood outdoes itself. This July marked the 70th year of the 
Pacific Palisades Americanism Parade, an impressive, wildly decked out affair, complete with 
skydivers who land on the parade route! Thousands of people line the streets for the 
event, in front of homes elaborately decorated in patriotic bunting and more. The day also 
includes a road race, a concert, and fireworks show. 


Traffic Advisory - Centinela Street Widening Project 


Heads up! Road construction recently began on Centinela Avenue in Del Rey, and the work 
may affect your commute. As part of a traffic mitigation agreement that was approved as 
part of the Playa Vista development more than a decade ago, Los An g eles Department of 
Transportation crews are now widening Centinela Avenue along the west side of the roadway 
from one block south of Culver Boulevard to just north of the Ballona Creek. The project 
will install new left-turn pockets to help traffic move more efficiently, and will also include 
pedestrian-protecting features such as new sidewalks, ADA access ramps at corners, and 
new crossings to help folks get across the street safely. Construction is set to last for four 
to six weeks and will be completed during non-peak hours to minimize delays to 
commuters. Please plan accordingly if you need to drive through the area. 





Venice Pier Reopens in Time for Fourth of July Festivities 
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Early in the morning on June 26, an electrical fire burned a 12-foot section of the Venice 
Pier. Thankfully, the Los An g eles Fire Department responded quickly and extinguished the 
blaze before it caused even more significant damage. 


Urging swift action, Mike spoke with the general manager of the Cit y of Los Anaeles 
Department of Recre ation and Parks the day of the fire, and Mike was able to get his 
colleagues on the City Council to approve leg islation providin g emergency funding for immediate 
repai rs to the pjer. Recreation and Parks staff worked tirelessly to have immediate repairs 
made to the pier in time for visitors to use the pier as folks came to Venice to celebrate 
Independence Day, and thanks to their impressive work, the pier was open and decorated 
with red, white and blue banners in time for the holiday. 


With these short-term repairs made, Recreation and Parks and Bureau of Engineering 
staff will next continue plans for longer-term repair and maintenance of the pier, including 
further railing repairs, as well as repairs to the beams that hold up the pier and the 
arches that connect the beams to the pier deck. Construction on the pier upgrades will last 
an expected eight months, and will begin once approval for the work has been granted by 
the California Coastal Commission. 



Parade in Westchester 


Mike and his family were honored to join neighbors in Westchester for the community's 
annual Fourth of July Parade. Mike and his son Jacob joined the Westchester Farmers 
Market and rode in the market's miniature train. This year's parade celebrated "Cities 


Across America," with participating local organizations highlighting the best our nation has 
to offer. Kudos to the LAX Coastal Chamber of Commerce and the scores of volunteers who 
made the annual morning event a great success! 


Disability Pride Fest Comes to Mar Vista 



Mike was grateful to help celebrate the Disability Pride Fest at the Disability Communit y 
Resource Center in Mar Vista on July 28. The councilmember was honored to present 
certificates of appreciation to Lance Hegamin, Sandi Burnett, Celinda Jungheim, June 
Isaacson Kailes, and Tari Hartman Squire for their work and advocacy on behalf of the 
center and the community. Mike was also surprised and humbled to receive an award from 
the center for his work, and for the benefit our local Great Street project has had for 
people with disabilities.

Mike Tours Brentwood and Pacific Palisades Hillsides by Helicopter 




Significantly improving Los Angeles Fire Department resources has been one of Mike's 
consistent priorities, and in this year's budget, the City Council approved Mike's request for 
a new fire/rescue helicopter, which drops water and serves as a paramedic air ambulance. 
When the new copter arrives, it will be the second we've added since 2016. These copters 
are essential to protecting life and property in the canyons and hills of the 11th district, 
which Mike surveyed in July with LAFD's pilots. 


During the Mandeville Fire in May 2017, Mike saw first-hand how essential it was to add an 
additional helicopter. The purchase builds on a series of LAFD improvements in the past 






few years. In Mike's district alone, we've restored an engine company, added additional 
ambulances and bike medics, and increased the number of firefighters and paramedics. 



A previously underused corner in Venice is now the site of a cool new pocket park, and we 
need your help to keep it looking great! 


After receiving reports of overgrown palm trees and shrubs, Mike's staff teamed up with 
local artist Robin Murez to transform the corner of Venice Boulevard and Ocean Avenue 
into a new pocket park! In addition to getting trees trimmed at the corner and working 
with the Abbot Kinney Festival to raise money to get trees on the adjacent private property 
trimmed, Mike helped secure a grant to fund Robin's community beautification project, 
which included the installation of large mosaic concrete art installations. 

The pocket park is a wonderful addition to the neighborhood, but we need your help to 
keep it looking great. Every Friday at 10am, Robin hosts a community gardening event, 
where neighbors can stop by and help keep the park free of weeds. No experience 
necessary and all equipment will be supplied.

A Bridge Home - Sites Proposed for Temporary Housing 




The city is moving forward with plans to build temporary "bridge housing" throughout Los 
Angeles, in order to provide an alternative to sidewalk encampments. The City Council has 
formally asked the Bureau of Engineering to examine more than a dozen potential sites in 
a number of communities, including Koreatown, South Los Angeles, North Hollywood, San 
Pedro, Venice, and on the Department of Veterans Affairs campus in Brentwood. 


City staff will report to the council about the potential and opportunities for each site, and 
councilmembers will then work with neighbors to design specific projects that offer quick 
relief to homelessness encampments while longer-term solutions become available. 

After hosting an open house in June to offer information and get feedback on using the 
former MTA bus yard in Venice for temporary bridge housing, Mike launched an online 
survey to get further input from neighbors.

Members of the Venice Neig hborhood Council 's Homelessness Committee voted unanimously 
on July 30 to endorse the concept of bridge housing in Venice. 


The committee meeting was attended by dozens of Venice neighbors and after hearing 
input from the community, the committee voted 7-0 in favor of a motion to endorse bridge 
housing. The committee also made smart recommendations for specific commitments by 
the city to make the program successful. 

The motion of support will next be considered by the full Venice Neighborhood Council at 
the council's August meeting. 
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VA Metro Purple Line Public Information Session 
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When voters approved Measure M in November 2016, they voted to help fund a series of 
game-changing projects, including the an extension of the Purple Line, which runs east- 
west and is currently planned to extend from downtown LA all of the way to the VA 
campus near Brentwood. As part of the outreach and planning effort for that eventual 
Purple Line extension, LA Metro and the Department of Veteran Affairs hosted an 
information session on July 26 to discuss the Purple Line Extension Project as it relates to 
the Los Angeles VA Medical Center Campus. Neighbors in attendance asked questions 
about historic preservation on the property, station access, and mobility accommodations, 
including scooter designated areas and bike lockers.

You Can Now Use Your TAP Card to Transfer to Metro's Partner Agencies! 



In an effort to improve the transit experience for riders, Metro recently enacted seamless 
interagency transfers on TAP cards. As of a few weeks ago, people who ride Metro and 




then transfer to a partner agency bus (such as LADOT Transit buses or Santa Monica's Big 
Blue Bus) will be able to use their TAP card to pay for the transfer. This will improve 
convenience for riders, and will help ensure buses are not slowed down by riders seeking 
to transfer.

Fares Reduced for Metro Bike Share! 



Metro Bike Share has always aimed to be accessible and Metro is making the service even 
more affordable by reducing prices across the system. Starting in mid-July, the prices for 
the Single Ride, Day, and Monthly passes will be reduced as follows: 


• Single Ride: $1.75 for each 30-minute trip (down from $3.50) and then it's $1.75 for 
every 30-minute trip thereafter.

With the $1.75 Single Ride, Metro is bringing the price in line with a one-way fare for 
Metro's Bus and Rail System and furthering the agency's commitment to providing 
affordable and sustainable transportation options to Los Angeles residents and visitors.

Report: Five Years of Restoration Efforts Has Helped LAWA Coastal Dunes 




At the west end of Los Angeles International Airport, a remarkable ecological success story 
is unfolding on approximately 300 acres of sand dunes voluntarily set aside as a natural 
wildlife preserve. Last month, the Bay Foundation and Friends of LAX Dunes released a 
report detailing how five years of restoration efforts by LAX and thousands of volunteers 
has benefited the area. Throughout the past half-decade, the area has seen the 
reconstruction of sidewalks and roads into healthy dunes, the return of an abundance of 
wildlife (such as the Blainvilles horned lizard and the Southern California legless lizard, 
among others), as well as nearly 84 restoration events and volunteer opportunities. Thank 
you to all who have helped restore and protect this precious piece of Westside's natural 
environment.

Ban Gill Nets in California 


Protec 


Mike is urging the City to support state legislative efforts by Senator Ben Allen to curb a 
fishing practice that is endangering our marine wildlife. Senator Allen has proposed 
legislation banning the use of "gill nets," which inadvertently kill countless whales, 
dolphins, sea turtles, and fish. Mike has submitted legislation proposing the City join the 
Sierra Club and other environmental and conservation organizations in backing the bill. 


Protect the Endangered Species Act! 


Mike is leading an effort to have the City of Los Angeles join a nationwide battle to save 
the Endangered Species Act. In recent weeks, more than two dozen pieces of legislation, 
policy initiatives and amendments designed to weaken the law have been either introduced 
or voted on in Congress or proposed by the Trump administration. At today's Council 
meeting, Mike proposed the city officially oppose any and all efforts to weaken or 
undermine the act. 
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Los Angeles is facing a tremendous housing shortage and a resulting affordable housing 
crisis, and the location most people agree makes sense to build more housing is along rail 
lines. After years of public hearings, the City Council voted earlier this month to approve 
zone changes allowing more housing near several Metro Expo stops, including the only 
Metro stop in CD11 -- the Expo/Bundy station. The plan allows housing in areas currently 
zoned industrial, and Mike fought successfully to increase requirements for affordable 
housing in the area. 

State Coastal Commission Affirms City Approval of Palisades Eldercare Facility 




Needed senior housing is coming to Pacific Palisades! Earlier this month, the California 
Coastal Commission voted unanimously to reaffirm the City of Los Angeles' approval of the 
proposed eldercare facility at 1525 N. Palisades Drive, clearing the way for the project, which 
will add 82-units of assisted-living housing for seniors to a currently-vacant lot, to move 
forward. The project navigated a long road to earn the needed approvals, and Mike was 
proud to stand with the many Palisades neighbors who asked him to support the project. 






Protecting 


the Villa Marina Tule Wetlands 


A precious piece of wetlands near Del Rey and Playa Vista is under threat of being paved 
over and used as a parking lot, and Mike is now working with neighbors to save it. 


The Villa Marina Tule Wetlands, located between the eastbound 90 freeway and the Villa 
Marina condominium complex east of Lincoln Boulevard, is home to nearly 100 trees, as 
well as beautiful tule - a plant that only grows in marshy areas like wetlands. Under a plan 
that will be considered by the West LA Area Planning Commission on August 1, the 
wetlands would be paved over in order to make way for a parking lot that would allow a 
nearby car dealer to store vehicles. Mike strongly opposes paving over the lot, and his staff 
has been working with local environmentalists to advocate for the preservation of the 
wetlands area. 


Mike Opposes Massive New Signage in Brentwood 



Mike is standing with neighbors to oppose more sign blight from being added to the 
Brentwood neighborhood, and to your commute on the 405 freeway. On July 26, Mike's 
staff was in attendance at a Zoning Administrator hearing to read a letter from the 
councilmember opposing a massive new 76.5-square foot sign on the Luxe Hotel in 
Brentwood. The sign, which was also opposed by Brentwood neighbors in attendance at 
the meeting, requires a variance from the Planning Department, and Mike's staff asked 
that the Zoning Administrator not allow more sign blight to come to the neighborhood. The 
Zoning Administrator will now review documents submitted at the hearing and is expected 
to issue a ruling about the sign variance within the next month. 





Board Of Airport Commissioners Award contract for Intermodal Transportation 
Facility 



The effort to revolutionize how you get to and from LAX is making exciting progress. The 
Board of Airport Commissioners has awarded a $209 million contract to Swinerton Builder 
for the "Intermodal Transportation Facility - West” (ITF). Once complete, the rTF will 
provide a connected and convenient location outside of the terminals, where passengers, 
well-wishers, and airport employees can either be dropped off, picked up, or park and 
then ride the automated people mover (or APM) into the airport. The ITF will be located 
between Westchester Parkway and 96th Street and will include a 4,700-vehicle parking 
garage, a dedicated concessions area, and the LAX Security and Badging office. 



More Developer Fees to Pay for Affordable Housing 









Everywhere he goes, Mike hears from residents concerned about escalating rents and a 
lack of affordable housing — and he is taking steps to do something about it. At Mike's 
urging, the City Council has agreed to charge developers of commercial projects and 
market rate housing on the Westside a heftier fee to help pay for more affordable housing. 


Earlier this year, the the City Council approved an affordable housing linkage fee ordinance 
that increases the fee on some development to generate local funding for affordable 
housing. Mike agreed with affordable housing activists that the fee should be even higher 
in hot real estate markets experiencing gentrification — and persuaded his colleagues to 
increase the fee in high market areas from $15 to $18 dollars per square foot. The money 
will go into the Affordable Housing Trust Fund and help pay for affordable housing in LA 
neighborhoods. 



Protecting Civil Liberties 


Mike Sides with Protecting Civil Liberties in Debate Over Federal Grant Funding 


Mike is standing up for our civil liberties, raising objections about the City's possible 
acceptance of a grant from a controversial program from the federal government. The 
program, known as "Countering Violent Extremism" (CVE), proposes to offer the City of 
Los Angeles funding for efforts that critics have said unjustly monitors and stigmatizes 
Muslims in our neighborhoods. Fearing that any partnership with officials who have been 
openly hostile and discriminatory toward Muslims, Mike urged his colleagues to vote 
against accepting the CVE grant. The council voted to delay consideration of the grant.

New Tree Street Removal Notification System Takes Effect 



Our urban forest is under siege, and we need to work together to protect it. But we can 
only do so if we are properly informed when a tree is at risk. Thanks to legislation Mike 
introduced, neighborhood councils now must be notified and given an opportunity to 
weigh-in whenever street trees are being removed, which gives us all an opportunity to 
weigh-in about these important neighborhood decisions. Find out more about the new 
policy here, and thank you to the neighbors who worked with Mike and his team to earn 
this victory for improved transparency and our local urban forest. 


County Places Stormwater Protection Measure on November Ballot 



This November, voters will have a chance to vote for clean water and environmental 
protection, thanks to a measure championed by County Supervisor Sheila Kuehl. 


Every year, more than 100 billion gallons of water runs down our curbs and out into the 
ocean. We have to find smarter ways to capture, clean and store stormwater - so we can 
increase our local water supply, make sure it’s clean, and save it for future use. The Safe 
Clean Water L.A. initiative proposes to offer that solution. If voters choose to approve the 
measure, it will provide a funding stream for environmental projects that protect our bay 
and ocean by cleaning and conserving stormwater before it reaches the ocean. 










The effort to create a publicly-owned bank in the City of Los Angeles is a step closer to 
reality now that the City Council has decided to propose a charter change to voters in the 


November election. 

For more than a year, the City has been studying the idea of creating a public bank. There 
are many reasons to do so, including withdrawing taxpayer dollars from institutions that 
benefited from the mortgage crisis. Additionally, local cannabis businesses, which are 
forced to deal almost entirely in cash and can't bank with traditional institutions governed 
by federal law, would have a safe place to bank. 

The idea for the bank, which Mike supports, has been championed by Council President 
Herb Wesson, and would require an amendment to the City Charter, which will be 
presented to voters on the November ballot.

Co uncil Approves Justice Fund to Help Separated Families 


Justice Fund to Help

The Los Angeles City Council and County Board of Supervisors voted in June to allow a 
legal aid fund for immigrants to be used for the defense of migrant parents and children 
separated under President Trump's "zero-tolerance'' border p olicy. The L.A. Justice Fund, 
approved in 2017, is a pool of city, county and philanthropic dollars that pays for legal 
assistance for immigrants facing detention and deportation. Before voting to expand how 


the fund could be used, the fund was restricted to residents of the city or county, making it 
difficult to aid migrant children recently separated from their families at the border. Thanks 
to legislation authored by Councilwoman Nury Martiriez, and seconded by Mike and many 
of his colleagues, the fund may now be used to defend children detained in Los Angeles 
and their parents or sponsors.

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Max Goldberg and Julia Posin of Steel Straws 


As dedicated progressive activists and proud Westsiders, Max Goldberg and Julia Posin are 
taking action to reduce the plastics pollution in our ecosystem. We asked Max and Julia 
some questions about their work. 



Q: How long have you lived in 
Playa del Rey? What do you like 
most about living here? 


A: I purchased my home in Playa 
Del Rey in 2016, after previously 
living in Mar Vista (elsewhere in 
Councilmember Bonin's district). I 
love so much about Playa, it's a 
wonderful cross-section of the very 
best parts of the Westside. The 
energy here simultaneously feels 
vibrant because of the nearby 
Silicon Beach tech scene and LMU 
campus, while still feeling like a time 
machine took me 40 years backward 
due to the lack of major new 
development in the Playa Del Rey 
community. And seemingly all of the 
food here is amazing — if you 
haven't been to Playa Provisions on 
Culver Blvd, you're missing out on 
one of the gems of the Los Angeles lounge scene. 


Q: Tell me about Steel Straw and your most recent clean up initiative? 

A: Julia and I started SteelStraw.com after we were both extremely frustrated by restaurants 
automatically putting a disposable plastic straw in our drinks without us asking for one, 
only for it to be thrown away (without even being used!) to eventually pollute our beloved 
ocean. We love our beaches, and couldn't stand participating in their pollution problem. 
Julia has a long trajectory of activism work in the environmental space, and I've worked in 
digital advertising for over a decade, and together we saw an opportunity to get a reusable 
alternative to plastic straws into the hands of people who want to "be the change". 

Most recently, we teamed up with Pacific Palisades Democratic Club and Heal The Bav to co¬ 
lead a clean up of Will Rogers State Beach. We helped recruit forty high schoolers from 
Palisades Charter High School to learn about our massive pollution problem, and make a 
difference in their own backyard. In just two hours, we removed and cataloged thousands 
of pieces of styrofoam, microplastics, plastic straws, cigarette butts, and more, and 
hopefully contributed to inspiring the kids towards a lifetime of public service and 
environmentalism. 



Q: How can neighbors get involved with Steel Straw initiatives? 


A: The first and most important thing is telling waitstaff and bartenders to not give you a 
plastic straw if you don't want one because it’s the simplest way to make a difference right 
now. A great next step is to use metal straws like the gift sets we sell on SteelStraw.com, 
which come in a reusable bag which you can keep in your car or purse — it's a simple way 
to demonstrate to people that you understand that our oceans should be pristine, and not 
polluted with single use plastics. And perhaps most importantly, you should vocally support 
legislation to ban single use plastics like Councilmember Bonin has done by endorsing 
Assembly Bill 1884, which would limit the use of plastic straws in some California 
restaurants, which Governor Jerry Brown finally signed into law this week! 

Q: What was it about plastics pollution that made you want to take action? 

A: My partner and I believe plastics pollution is an environmental justice issue. We know 
that pollution in water supplies — from Standing Rock, to the BP Oil Spill, to New Orleans' 
"Cancer Alley" — directly impacts low-income communities and communities of color the 
hardest. This is why we must shift away from the disposable economy powered by fossil 
fuels, and into the green economy. We must use the momentum we're experiencing with 
single use plastic straws to create opportunities for everyone to succeed, while recognizing 
that there is no such thing as garbage — just resources out of place.

Rest-in-Red Signal Improves Safety in Playa Vista 


A new safety improvement will make a key thoroughfare in Playa Vista safer for families 
and young children. 


The Los An g eles Department of Transportation recently implemented a "rest-in-red" signal at 
Bluff Creek Drive and Playa Vista Drive. A "rest-in-red" traffic signal uses motion detection, 
in conjunction with traffic signal changes, to reduce the speed of traffic on corridors 
frequented by pedestrians. On Bluff Creek Drive, the signal at Playa Vista Elementary 
"rests" in red, while a motion sensor detects approaching vehicles. If the vehicle is 
speeding, the traffic signal will remain red and the vehicle must stop before the light turns 
green. If the vehicle is not speeding, then the light will turn from red to green, and allow 
the vehicle to continue. 


Drivers, pedestrians, cyclists, and students all share the road on Bluff Creek Drive when 
traveling to and from Pla ya Vista Elementary School and Plava Vista Sports Park, and Mike is 
happy to work with neighbors to make the street safer for everyone.

Bridge Housing Coming to the VA Campus Near Brentwood 
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Temporary bridge housing at the West Los Angeles VA campus in Brentwood will soon offer 
homeless veterans a safe and dignified place to reside while awaiting permanent housing, 
thanks to a groundbreaking partnership between the City of Los Angeles, the County of Los 




Angeles, and the Department of Veterans Affairs . 


The bridge housing facility, the first such facility to open on the Westside as part of Mayor 
Eric Garcetti’s “A Brid g e Home" program , will provide transitional housing beds for up to 100 
homeless veterans, including laundry facilities, personal hygiene centers, 24-hour security 
and supportive services. The county and the city will jointly pay for construction of the 
facility, and the Department of Veterans Affairs will offer on-site case management and 
supportive services. 

The facility is scheduled to open in early 2019, and will provide housing for homeless 
veterans while the VA builds out its Draft Master Plan, which calls for 1200 units of 
permanent supportive housing there. The bridge housing site is internal to the VA campus, 
near existing buildings and services, and will not be visible from the exterior of the 
campus. 


Federal Court Issues Major Ruling Affecting How Cities Can Address 
Homelessness 



In a decision that applies to all of California and beyond, a federal appeals court ruled 
unanimously in September that cities cannot prohibit sleeping on public property unless 
adequate shelter is available. Significantly, this applies everywhere in California -- not just 
in Los Angeles. 

Providing housing and shelter is the only way to end the horrible crisis and perpetuating 
cycle of homelessness. To comply with this ruling, the only way to serve the interests of 
neighborhoods is to offer housing and shelter for people currently living on the street.

Mike was excited to join his colleague Jose Huizar and Mayor Garcetti at El Pueblo on 
September 5 for the grand opening of a temporary housing facility that will offer people in 
the area near Union Station in downtown Los Angeles an alternative to sleeping on the 
street.

Mike is very happy to see the 
Mayor's initiative move forward.

Safe Parkin g LA provides an orderly and safe place for people living in their vehicles to stay 
overnight, connecting them to services and housing — instead of creating de facto 
vehicular encampments in our neighborhoods. Westchester will be the third CD11 









neighborhood to step up and provide Safe Parking, following the VA campus in Brentwood, 
as well as West LA, where the West LA Sawtelle Neighborhood Council endorsed Safe Parking 
at Mike's West l_A office.

Dockless Scooter Regulations Adopted 







After a long and detailed debate, Mike and his colleagues unanimously approved a series of 
rules for on one year-pilot program for dockless bikes and scooters in Los Angeles. 


The set of comprehensive and enforceable rules strike a balance between allowing dockless 
vehicles as a convenient, zero-emission form of short-trip transportation and holding 
dockless companies and users accountable for bad behavior. The rules also require 
companies share their data with the City, so we can continue to craft smart regulations, 
and require the companies to develop equity plans and offer their services in 
disadvantaged communities.

More Local Transit Options 



The Los An a eles Department of Transportation is restoring some of the DASH shuttle service 
that got cut during the economic downturn a few years ago, and Mike is seizing that 
opportunity to give residents in part of the district a chance to pilot for "micro transit." The 
concept, which would experiment with providing on-demand neighborhood shuttle service 
in the Mar Vista, Del Rey and Venice area, ultimately linking those communities to the 
Expo Line, could be in place as soon as next year. LADOT is also recommending adding a 
spur to the its Commuter Express service, linking Playa Vista to Line 437, which runs from 
Marina del Rey, over Culver Boulevard, and ultimately to downtown Los Angeles. 



Metro Receives Key Federal Approval for Westside Purple Line Extension 



Big news for transit on the Westside - Metro has received federal approval for the Purple 
Line extension that will bring the subway west of the 405. 


Metro is extending the Purple Line heavy rail subway nearly nine miles westward in three 
sections. Phases one and two are already under construction and expected to open in 2023 
and 2025, respectively. Phase three is expected to cost $1.3 billion and will extend the 
subway 2.6 miles from Century City to Westwood and the V.A. Hospital. 

Metro CEO Phil Washington acknowledged Metro Board Chair County Supervisor Sheila 
Kuehl and L.A. Mayor Eric Garcetti for their actions to secure the federal approval. He also 
emphasized that the federal letter means that Purple Line construction is on track to be 
completed in time to serve people attending the 2028 Olympic Games.

There was fantastic news for the environment in California this month, as Governor Brown 
signed SB100 into law, charting a course toward a clean energy future in the golden state. 

SB 100 was sponsored by State Senator Kevin de Leon , and sets a target of generating 100 
percent of California's electricity from carbon-free sources by 2045. Eliminating the carbon 
pollution we emit to power our state is a tremendous step toward minimizing the damage 
climate change will do to our neighborhoods. 

The state law comes after Los Angeles unanimously approved legislation Mike and his 
colleague Paul Krekorian co-authored to chart a pathway to 100% clean energy in Los 
Angeles. The De partment of Water and Power is currently working with experts and neighbors 
to create our roadmap to completely clean energy. 

We are racing to 100%, and thanks to the grassroots activists and environmental 
champions throughout the state who made SB100 possible, California is leading the way. 


Coastal Clean-Up Day Collects Debris from Beaches 



More than 500 volunteers pitched in to reduce the amount of litter and debris on our 
beaches on September 20, as Heal the Ba y and other environmental groups hosted annual 
coastal cleanup day events. Volunteers combed through Westside beaches, picking up any 
trash or unwelcome items left by beach-goers or washed ashore after being improperly 
disposed of in storm drains and sent into the Santa Monica Bay. In total, volunteers 


collected 53,721 cigarette butts, 94,839 plastic pieces, 43,004 foam pieces, 23,387 bottle 
Caps, 11,164 straws, 5948 pieces of glass, and 3964 beverage bottles for a combined total 
of 74,525.72 pounds of trash. 

Thank you to all who volunteered to keep our beaches clean, fun and safe for all to enjoy. 


Renters Gain Access to Solar Power in LA 



Los Angeles renters will finally have access to sustainable solar power, thanks the first 
solar program for Los Angeles renters approved in September. On September 25, the 
LADWP Board of Commissioners voted to adopt a new Shared Solar program that will 
increase solar access for low-income communities. 

Shared Solar will roll out in January and feature 10 megawatts of solar panels on LADWP 
and LA City-owned buildings. The panels will be installed by IBEW Local 18’s Utility Pre-Craft 
Trainee (UPCT i ap prentices and serve 13,000 ratepayers. Solar installations are also 
expected to include electric vehicle chargers and battery storage. 

Environmental advocates fought for the program to offer a special low-income rate, 
pending federal and state grants. All participants will have a portion of their bill set at a 
fixed rate, ensuring savings over time as LADWP's rates continue to rise. When paired with 
energy efficiency programs, participants can save even more. 

Mike is incredibly excited that this innovative program will provide the economic benefits of 
solar energy to thousands of renters and low-income ratepayers while also creating living 
wage jobs. Thank you to the Los An g eles Alliance for a New Econom y for your tireless 
advocacy that got this done for our neighborhoods! 
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Short Term Rentals - Two Steps Forward, Or»e Step Back 







We're finally getting close to Los Angeles having smart, sensible and enforceable rules for 
short-term rentals - but not without some curveballs. 


This month, the City Plannin g Commission voted to allow short-term rentals in units 
protected by rent control. The action flew in the face of Council direction, and would create 
an enormous loophole that would continue the ugly trend of landlords finding ways to evict 
good tenants from affordable units so that they can rake in more money from lucrative 
short-term rentals. The Planning Department's draft ordinance had already ignored some 
of the Council's directions, and CPC compounded the problem. When this issue comes back 
to Council in a few weeks, Mike will be working with his colleagues to reverse these 
changes and ensure that when short-term rental regulations are finally adopted, they will 
allow genuine home-sharing while protecting rental housing that could be lost to rogue 
hotels.

Better Managing Transportation at LAX 




Better planning and coordination can reduce traffic at LAX and in our nearby 
neighborhoods — and Mike is pushing the airport to take the lead in making that happen. 


The next few years will see a major shift in the way we get to LAX. This month, Mike 
formally requested LAX develop a strategy and create an entity — called a "Transportation 
Management Organization (TMO)" — focused on reducing traffic around the airport. 

The main goal of TMO is to reduce car trips and incentivize other means of 
transportation,including public transit, carpooling, vanpooling, bicycling, and walking. 
Currently the airport operates a rideshare service serving about 700 individuals. With 
50,000 employees working in and around LAX, the TMO is an opportunity to increase 
employee use of public and alternative transportation. That can make a huge difference 
efforts to reduce traffic, improve air quality, and create public transit options. 


TMOs have been successful in reducing traffic at the University of California at Los Angeles, 
as well as in neighborhoods near Century City, and Mike hopes that a TMO at LAX will help 
make it easier for travelers, as well as neighbors in Westchester and Playa del Rey.
